MID-ATLANTIC REPORT 


THOROUGHBRED 
CHARITIES GALA 
RAISES MORE THAN 
$1.5 MILLION 


T horoughbred Charities of 
America raised more than 
$1.5 million at its 14th annual 
gala and auction on December 6 
at CandyLand Farm in Middle- 
town, Del. 

Despite a two-day snow¬ 
fall that blanketed the region, 
350 people attended the gala at 
CandyLand Farm, while another 
150 participated via simulcast at 
Cross Gate Gallery in Lexington, 
Ky. 

Most of the $1.5 million—a 
record for the event—was raised 
through the live auction of 2004 
seasons to top stallions and a 
number of silent auction items. 
The auction was conducted by 
Fasig-Tipton and the top-selling 
stallion season was to Unbridled’s 


Song. Other top sellers included 
Dynaformer and Grand Slam. 

Among the hottest items in 
the silent auction were a classic 
1981 Mercedes Bern:; “Allaire’s 
Chair,” a high-back chair nee- 
dlepointed by Allaire duPont; 
a Triple Crown travel package; 
an acoustic guitar signed by 
country music superstar Toby 
Keith; an original script for the 
movie Seabiscuit , signed by direc¬ 
tor Gary Ross and author Laura 
Hillenbrand; and two yearling 
Belted Galways cows. 

“The auction was a tremen¬ 
dous success, exceeding last year’s 
total,” said Herb Moelis, president 
and founder of Thoroughbred 
Charities of America (TCA). 
“This is especially gratifying 


since it underscores the support 
and dedication to TCA by over 
350 participants who overcame 
all the obstacles of a double¬ 
whammy snow blizzard on that 
Friday and Saturday. What is the 
adage: 'Neither sleet, snow or 
cold of night. . .’” 

Laura Hillenbrand received 
the Allaire C. duPont Humani¬ 
tarian Award, and longtime Sports 
Illustrated turf writer Bill Nack 
was given the Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt Award for excellence in 
magazine writing.

VIRGINIA DERBY MAKES 
THE GRADE FOR 2004 


T he Virginia Derby, Colonial 
Downs’s signature event 
launched in 1998 and worth 
$500,000 in purse money for its 
two most recent runnings, will 
break into graded stakes status 
for 2004. 

The Virginia Derby was one 
of three Mid-Atlantic stakes 
upgraded in the American 
Graded Stakes Committee’s 
annual review. Three others 
received downgrading. 

Also raised in status were the 
Delaware Oaks (Delaware Park) 


and Pennsylvania Derby (Phila¬ 
delphia Park), which both went 
from Grade 3 to Grade 2. 

Downgraded were the Balti¬ 
more Breeders’ Cup Handicap 
(Pimlico), from Grade 3 to no 
grade; the Sorority Stakes (Mon¬ 
mouth), Grade 3 to no grade; 
and the Honey Bee Handicap 
(Meadowlands), which was ineli¬ 
gible for grading since it has not 
been run in the last two years.

OF GLADE VALLEY FARMS 

This is part of a series of articles on horses who had a significant impact on racing and/ or 
breeding and now are pensioned within the Mid-Atlantic region. 



W hat does a $1.4 mil¬ 
lion producer look like? 
You might be surprised 
to find that label attached to 
Spinnaker Sal, an easygoing 
24-year-old pensioner turned 
out in a field at her lifelong 
home, Glade Valley Farms in 
Frederick, Md. 

"She's just a sweetheart," 
says Larry Murray, Glade Val¬ 
ley's farm manager. "I remem¬ 
ber when she was born, and 
I don't think she's done any¬ 
thing wrong in her whole life. 
She's more of a pet than a 
broodmare; it's hard to realize 
how old she is." 

Bred and owned through¬ 
out her life by Mrs. Robert 
A. Leonard, Spinnaker Sal (by 
Fast Hilarious—Cool Control, 
by Solo Landing) wasn't a fire¬ 
brand on the race track, either. 
But the competitive fever came 
through in her foals, four of 
whom were stakes performers. 
Of her 11 sons and daughters 
(each by a different sire), all 
have started and nine have 
won. 

Spinnaker Sal's son Gala 
Spinaway (1988, by Star 
Choice) accounted for 11 
stakes wins and 10 stakes plac- 
ings, including victories in the 
Cherry Hill Mile Stakes-G3 
and Polynesian Handicap-G3, 
and was named champion 3- 
year-old Maryland-bred male 
of 1991. 

Her daughter Power Play 
(1992, Fast Play) carried the 
Leonard colors to victory in 
the 1997 Delaware Handicap- 


G3 and won or placed in 11 
other added-money races, 
including a third in the Grade 1 
John A. Morris Handicap. 

Spinnaker Sal also produced 
stakes-placed Sally's Affair 
(1994, Black Tie Affair-Ire) 
and Gala Prospector (1989, 
Northern Prospect). 

Spinnaker Sal descends from 
Glade Valley's most illustrious 
equine family. Her granddam 
Chilly Wind (by John William) 
was the first foal produced by 
foundation mare Mar tine tta, 


dam of longtime leading Mary¬ 
land sire Rollicking and addi¬ 
tional stakes winners Double 
Reefed, Gala Harry, Mar tie's 
Double and Smartie Cat. 

Spinnaker Sal's racing career 
was compromised by a cracked 
shin, relates Murray. She retired 
after one season on the track, 
with a record of one win and 
four placings in seven starts, 
and earnings of $12,100.

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BOWIE GRANDSTAND 
DUE FOR DISMANTLING 



A fter standing as a relic of 
the past for more than 18 
years, the grandstand at 
former Bowie race course was 
set to be torn down and hauled 
away mid-December. 

Bowie, in southern Mary¬ 
land, conducted its last race 
in the summer of 1985. The 
facilities have been used as a 
training center since then. 

The grandstand, which 
dates to 1929, has served no 
practical purpose for the train¬ 
ing center, and its deteriorating 
condition became a health and 
safety issue. 


The Maryland Jockey Club, 
which owns the Bowie prop¬ 
erty as well as Laurel Park and 
Pimlico, first considered hiring 
a company to demolish the 
grandstand with explosives, 
said the MJC’s chief operat¬ 
ing officer John Passero. But 
instead the building is being 
dismantled “one piece at a 
time,” in Passero’s words. 

Plans call for a manure 
transfer building, maintenance 
shop and equipment shed to 
be constructed on the site. 


REFERENDUM PAVES WAY

V oters in the western Virginia 
town of Vinton, a sub¬ 
urb of Roanoke, narrowly 
approved a November 4 refer¬ 
endum that will allow Colonial 
Downs to expand its off-track 
betting network into that area.

GEORGE E. 

CLARK JR. 

George E. Clark Jr., 87, a long¬ 
time owner/breeder at his Clark’s 
Rest Farm in Leonardtown, Md., 
died September 12. 

Mr. Clark was pictured on 
the cover of the January 1974 
Maryland Horse magazine after 
his homebred Son o’ Fancy 
won the Monumental Handicap 
at Laurel. That horse was Mr. 
Clark’s first runner to attempt a 
stakes race, and the race was the 
proudest moment of his horse¬ 
owning career. 

A farmer throughout his 
life, Mr. Clark earned a degree 
in animal husbandry from the 
University of Maryland and 
worked for the Farm and Home 
Administration, helping low 
income farmers improve their 
business, before establishing a 
thriving milk processing busi¬ 
ness, the Leonardtown Dairy. 
He later switched from dairy 
catde to beef catde, and oper¬ 
ated a feed and grain company. 

SEYMOUR COHN 

Seymour Cohn, the promi¬ 
nent New York owner/breeder 
who for several years owned 
and operated Merryland Farm in 
Hydes, Md., died November 14. 
He was 92. 

Mr. Cohn, retired chairman 
of the board of the real estate 
investment company Sylvan 
Lawrence Co., owned horses for 
more than 50 years, and was a 
major force in the New York 
breeding and racing program

JAMES 0’BREY 

James M. O’Brey, who owned 
and trained horses at East Coast 
tracks for more than a half-cen¬ 
tury until retiring six years ago, 
died November 1. He was 91. 

Named "Man of the Year” 
by the horsemen’s association 
at Atlantic City in the 1970s, 
Mr. O’Brey was a "real Damon 
Runyon character,” his son James 
O’Brey Jr., also a former trainer, 
told the Burlington County Times . 

Mr. O’Brey’s son recalled his 
father training horses for trum¬ 
pet player and singer Louie Prima 
in the 1950s. 

Mr. O’Brey is also survived 
by a son Robert O’Brey, who is a 
former assistant starter.

Harry R. Zufall, 47, a barn 
foreman at Glade Valley Farms 
in Frederick, Md., for the past 20 
years, died October 21. 


NATHAN SCHERR: WON THE 
PREAKNESS WITH ALOMA’S RULER 





I athan (Reds) 

Scherr, the 
Baltimore 
businessman and 
real estate developer 
who lived the dream 
of every horse own¬ 
er when his colt 
Aloma’s Ruler won 
the 1982 Preakness, 
died November 21 at 
age 80. 

Mr. Scherr 
focused his ambi¬ 
tions on the Preak¬ 
ness after his colt 
Dax S. finished next 
to last in the 1978 
running of the race. 

Upon the advice 
of his trainer John 
(Butch) Lenzini Jr., Mr. Scherr purchased Aloma’s Ruler for 
$92,000 at the 1981 2-year-olds in training sale at Hialeah. 

By far Mr. Scherr’s most expensive runner to that time, 
Aloma’s Ruler (by Iron Ruler—Aloma, by Native Charger) 
won three consecutive races at 2, including the Nutley Stakes at 
Meadowlands, and launched his 3-year-old season with an eye¬ 
popping victory in the seven-furlong Bahamas Stakes. 

But an ankle injury caused him to miss the Kentucky Derby 
and with so little preparation, his chances in the Preakness were 
considered slim—despite his victory in the one-mile Withers 
Stakes-G2 one week before the Preakness. 

Aloma’s Ruler scored by a half-length in the Preakness, with 
the runner-up being another local hopeful, the Christiana Stable- 
owned, Henry S. Clark-trained, 1-2 favorite Linkage. 

"If I had to pick one race in the whole world to win—the 
Kentucky Derby, the English Derby, the Pimlico Special, one of 
the Breeders’ Cups—this would be the race,” Mr. Scherr said in a 
1996 interview with the Baltimore Sun. "It was the most exciting 
moment in sports, maybe my most exciting moment in life.” 

Aloma’s Ruler went on to win the Jersey Derby, and gave an 
excellent account of himself in three more Grade 1 stakes at 3, 
finishing second in the Travers Stakes and Haskell Invitational 
Handicap and third in the Suburban Handicap. He retired with 
earnings of $498,883. 

Aloma’s Ruler made a long career at stud, a large part in the 
Mid-Atlantic region, and died earlier in 2003. 

Mr. Scherr, an avid sportsman throughout his life, grew up in 
Baltimore and earned a degree in civil engineering from Cornell 
University, where he was a fullback on the football team and 
defenseman in lacrosse. He served in the Navy during World 
War II, and as a member of the Seabees helped to build airfields 
in the Pacific. 

After the war, Mr. Scherr entered the construction busi¬ 
ness in Baltimore and in 1958 established his own firm, Peer 
Construction Co., which built numerous homes, shopping cen¬ 
ters and apartment buildings in the area. 

For several years in the 1980s, Mr. Scherr owned the Balti¬ 
more Blast soccer team.

Pimlico stays 
open for 

winter training— 
after all 


I mpressive as it was, A Huevo’s 
De Francis Dash-Gl was not 
the most dramatic come-from- 
behind finish in Maryland this 
fall. The race to keep Pimlico 
race track open for winter train¬ 
ing had far more money (not to 
mention human anguish) at stake 
and—partly because more play¬ 
ers were involved—the outcome 
was less predictable. 

Pimlico’s stable area was sched¬ 
uled to close from November 30 
to March 1. At least that was the 
plan announced in October—as 
a cost-cutting measure designed 
to save $600,000 to $700,000. 

This was not the first time 
the Maryland Jockey Club, now 
under the primary ownership 
of Magna Entertainment Corp., 
has attempted to save money by 
temporarily closing Pimlico. The 
MJC maintains three stable areas 


year-round, at Laurel, Pimlico 
and Bowie Training Center, and 
the cost of operating all three 
has been a chronic thorn in the 
side of MJC president Joe De 
Francis. 

The Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, repre¬ 
senting the state’s owners and 
trainers, has lobbied and negoti¬ 
ated whenever closing Pimlico 
has been raised as an option, and 
deals have been made to keep 
the track open. But no one was 
betting on horsemen’s chances 
this time. 

And things might have turned 
out differendy for 2003/’04, if 
not for the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

A flood of trainers, stable 
employees and other interested 
parties appeared at the Racing 
Commission’s October meet¬ 


ing, and told their stories about 
what the temporary closing of 
Pimlico would mean to them. 
Specifically: 

+ Pimlico-based horsemen 
put out of business, encouraged 
to move out of state, or at the 
very least daunted by the hard¬ 
ships of commuting many extra 
miles each day. 

+ Stables at Laurel and Bowie 
squeezed out of stall space by the 
influx of relocated Pimlico train¬ 
ers. Horse population shrinks 
still further, with limited room 
for new owners or stables ship¬ 
ping in from out of state. 

+ Pimlico backstretch work¬ 
ers made homeless, and Laurel/ 
Bowie bunkhouses crowded 
beyond the max. 

And much more. 

Track management voiced 
concerns over the related but 
separate issue of stalls allot¬ 
ted for horses who race out of 
state, or do not race at all. The 
MTHA offered no protest on 
behalf of horsemen who do not 
support the Maryland program, 
and in fact encouraged the track 
to weed out those who are not 
deserving of stalls. 

The commission listened, 
but postponed action until its 
November meeting. And that’s 
where the storm erupted. 

At the November meeting, 
commission chairman Tom 
McDonough presented the issue 
in two parts. First, commission¬ 
ers were asked to decide wheth¬ 
er it was appropriate for them 
to review the situation. If they 
answered yes, then they were to 
consider what action might be 
appropriate. 

Although horsemen had 
turned out, once again, in full 
force, they were allowed no 
opportunity to speak, and the 
commission quickly proceeded 
to vote, 6 to 2, not to consider 
the issue. 

The commission’s unwilling¬ 
ness to hear testimony from the 
MTHA set off a firestorm with¬ 
in that organization. The horse¬ 
men’s group in Maryland gains 
its authority from the Racing 
Commission; it is the Racing 
Commission that appoints a par¬ 
ticular group (in 1987 it accorded 
that status to the MTHA) to 
serve as horsemen’s official rep¬ 
resentative. That the commission 
relies upon the MTHA to repre¬ 
sent horsemen in the state, but 


chose not to allow the MTHA 
to speak publicly on horsemen’s 
behalf, introduced a bitter edge 
to the proceedings. 

McDonough’s reasoning? 
Closing Pimlico was a “business 
decision” for the tracks, and the 
commission best not interfere in 
the tracks’ business. 

For horsemen, that only 
served to open new vistas of 
concern: What else could be 
considered a “business deci¬ 
sion”—serving the tracks’ fis¬ 
cal interest, while ignoring the 
potentially negative impact on 
horsemen? 

The MTHA had urged the 
commission to consider the 
overall good of Maryland rac¬ 
ing—as well as the fact that, 
taken together, owners and train¬ 
ers have a financial investment in 
the business far exceeding that 
of track owners. 

Against this backdrop, the 
MTHA board of directors met 
at its regularly scheduled meeting 
on November 12. Incensed by 
the commission’s apparent bias, 
the MTHA drew a line in the 
sand: No Pimlico/no incoming 
simulcasts. 

MTHA directors voted 11-1 
to withdraw horsemen’s consent 
for Maryland tracks to receive 
simulcasts from out-of-state 
tracks. Since wagering on out- 
of-state races now constitutes 
approximately 80 percent of its 
business, Maryland racing would 
effectively have been shut down. 

Miraculously, within a week 
the MJC and MTHA had come 
to an agreement. 

Pimlico will remain open for 
winter training. 

The agreement also calls for 
the MTHA to support require¬ 
ments for trainers to have a spec¬ 
ified number of starts per stall. 
(Not a problem for the MTHA.) 

And the MTHA was able to 
gain ground on another point 
that’s important to horsemen. 
The 2004 Pimlico Special will 
be funded with $600,000 from 
the Purse Account, only if the 
legislature approves additional 
revenue for purses in 2004; oth¬ 
erwise the race will be funded 
from other sources, or cancelled. 

It was a bold move on the 
MTHA’s part, but for many peo¬ 
ple who earn their living on the 
Maryland backstretch it was equi¬ 
valent to a Grade 1 victory.

DICKINSON 
GOES FOR 
THE ROSES 


Defying his stereotype as a trainer of 
older grass horses and steeplechasers, 
Michael Dickinson has set off on the 
Triple Crown trail with his juvenile 
stars Tapit and Paddington, by bhi Finley 


T here's everyone else's vision 
of Michael Dickinson and 
Dickinson's vision of him¬ 
self, and the two don't fit neatly 
together. This is the stereotype: 
Dickinson is a grass trainer, he's 
quirky, he's good at patching up 
problem horses and he loves 
nothing more than to win a race 
off some sort of unfathomably 
long layoff. At least that’s what 
they say. Dickinson believes he's 
versatile, can train young horses 
and dirt horses and would just 
as soon run a horse once every 
four weeks than once every four 
years. He'd like to be known as a 
good trainer, just a good trainer. 

He may be about to get his 
chance. In what's sure to be con¬ 
strued as the ultimate example of 
trying to smash a large square peg 
into a tiny impenetrable round 
hole, Dickinson has taken aim on 
the one race that seems to be the 
oddest fit for his program. He 
wants to win the 2004 Kentucky 
Derby with either Paddington 
or Tapit and it doesn't matter 
to him one bit that the race isn't 
run on the grass, that you can't 
run an 8-year-old who hasn't 
started in three years or that he's 
never gotten anywhere close to 
Churchill Downs on the first 
Saturday in May. 

“I always wanted to be in this 
position," Dickinson said from 
his Tapeta Farm in North East, 
Md. “I knew it would happen. 
People kept saying he's good 
going long on the grass. But the 
best rapper is white and the best 
golfer is black. We all put people 
in pigeon holes and it's wrong." 

Of course, it's easy to pigeon 
hole someone who comes from 
England and has a steeplechasing 
background. Those aren't exactly 
the sort of credentials that make 
you think Kentucky Derby or, 
for that matter, anything run on 
the dirt at less than 12 furlongs. 
But when Dickinson, 53, arrived 
in the U.S. in 1987, he wanted to 
win the same races that everyone 
else wants to win. He made win¬ 
ning a Breeders' Cup race and 
the Kentucky Derby at the very 
top of his list of goals. 

But no one wanted to give 
him the type of horses who fit 
the American classics. Nor did 
anyone seem inclined to give 
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him a horse with much talent. 
Dickinson didn’t exactly get off 
to a smashing start in the U.S. In 
1991, for example, he won just 
15 races with 11 starters and his 
lone stakes win that year came 
in the $25,000 Continental Mile 
Stakes at Monmouth. Outside 
of the Mid-Adantic region, few 
even knew who he was. 

Then, along came Da Hoss. 
A gelded son of Gone West, 
Da Hoss began his career in 
exacdy the type of races that 
seemed so foreign to Dickinson. 
Discovered by Jerry Brown, 
who runs the Thoro-Graph 
speed figure and data service, 
after winning some rapidly run 
dirt sprints at Turf Paradise, Da 
Hoss was purchased privately by 
Prestonwood Farm and given to 
Dickinson. Fittingly, Dickinson 
converted him to a miler on the 
turf and the results were imme¬ 
diate. Da Hoss won the 1996 
Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl, giving 
Dickinson his breakthrough win 
in this country. 

But it was the 1998 Breeders’ 
Cup Mile that brought Dickinson 
unprecedented attention. With 
just one race, an allowance at 
Colonial Downs, in two years, Da 
Hoss was somehow fit enough 
and good enough to win the 
1998 Mile. It was considered one 
of the greatest training feats in 
Breeders’ Cup history, but it all 
but guaranteed that Dickinson 
was going to be typecast as a 
certain kind of trainer. 

Dickinson became known as 
the trainer of lost causes. People 
didn’t want to give him well-bred 
2-year-olds; they wanted to give 
him their broken down 7-year-old 
gelding, hoping that Dickinson 
could work his magic and bring 
him back to what he once was. 
Dickinson was, after all, the mad 
genius of racing, the eccentric 
Brit who could be seen digging 
his heels into a turf course an 
hour before a race. He was whil¬ 
ing away his hours inventing a 
racing surface that had old tires 
and balloon strips in it, and was 
so unbelievably patient that he 
once won a race with a horse off 
a five-year layoff. 

So he was smart, but did you 
really want to give this guy a 
2-year-old by, say, Seattle Slew?

That’s exactly what owner Verne 
Winchell did when he gave 
Dickinson Fleet Renee in 2000. 
A year later, she won the Ashland 
and Mother Goose, both Grade 
1 races on the dirt. It was anoth¬ 
er turning point in Dickinson’s 
career. Yes, he could win major 
races with a well-bred young 
horse just as easily as he could 
win with a 9-year-old gelding 
with litde pedigree. 

“We gave him Fleet Renee to 
train and that seemed to work 
out all right,” said David Fiske, 
farm manager for the Winchell 
family, also the owners of Tapit. 
“We started out like a lot of peo¬ 
ple. We had grass horses on the 
West Coast that looked like they 
were coming to the tail end of 
their careers and needed special 
attention. We sent those types of 
horses to Michael first. After we 
became familiar with his opera¬ 
tion and the training facility he 
has there in Maryland, we didn’t 
think it would be that far a jump 
to try him with some younger 
horses.” 

So, after Vern Winchell 
bought Tapit for $625,000 at 
the 2002 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, he sent him to 
Dickinson. (Winchell died two 
months later and ownership was 


transferred to his son, Ron). 
About the same time, Dickinson 
was welcoming Paddington into 
his barn. Owned by the family of 
Baron George von Ullman, own¬ 
ers of one of Germany’s most 
prestigious racing operations, he 
cost just $40,000 at the sales, 
but showed early on that he had 
potential. For the von Ullman 
family, Dickinson had already 
proven he could at least win a 2- 
year-old stakes race. He captured 
the 2002 Kentucky Jockey Club 
S takes-G2 at Churchill Downs 
for them with Soto. 

Paddington, who is by Saint 
Ballado, was a bit ahead of Tapit. 
In his second career start, he 
broke his maiden on August 
31 at Delaware Park, then won 
Delaware’s Whirling Ash Stakes, 
finished fourth in the Grade 1 
Champagne at Belmont and sec¬ 
ond in the Grade 3 Nashua at 
Aqueduct. He was beaten that 
day by Read the Footnotes, who 
won the Remsen in his subse¬ 
quent start. 

“Paddington has a whole 
lot of talent, he’s just not very 
focused,” Dickinson said. “We 
don’t know which way he is 
going to go. Like 700 other 
horses, he’s on the Derby trail. 
But he’s shown us enough, he’s 


very good-looking and he has 
the pedigree. But we can’t tell 
which way he is going to go. We 
are trying a few things with him. 
What we always try to do is to 
think along with the horses. The 
horses talk to you all the time. 
The trouble is, we don’t always 
listen. I’ve got to listen to this 
horse when he talks to me.” 

By mid-November, it was 
clear that Tapit, nicknamed 
Dennis the Menace around the 
barn, was Dickinson’s best pros¬ 
pect. By Pulpit, he broke his 
maiden at first asking, by seven 
and three-quarters lengths, at 
Delaware on October 19. In a 
much stiffer test, he could not 
have been more impressive when 
winning the November 15 Laurel 
Futurity-G3. Boxed in and a bit 
rank until a hole opened up in 
upper stretch, he burst away 
from the pack with ease and 
drew clear to win by four and 
three-quarters lengths under 
Ramon Dominguez while seem¬ 
ingly never exerting himself. 

“We don’t know about him 
yet,” Dickinson said. “It was just 
one race. Those who saw it know 
as much as I do. The dam is by 
Unbridled, and they all get better 
with age. So we hope he’ll get 
better.” 


Both Paddington and Tapit 
completed their 2-year-old sea¬ 
sons in November and will take 
it easy over the next couple of 
months before heading down 
the road that Dickinson hopes 
will lead to a starting spot in the 
Kentucky Derby lineup. During 
his many years in the U.S., he’s 
never had a serious Kentucky 
Derby prospect, so he will be 
heading into uncharted territo¬ 
ry. But anyone hoping the mad 
genius will take a bizarre route 
to the Kentucky Derby or will 
try and reinvent the proverbial 
wheel will be disappointed. Tapit 
and Paddington will not come 
into the Derby off six-month 
layoffs or prep on the grass in 
England. Dickinson is intent on 
doing everything as convention¬ 
ally as possible. 

“I can’t experiment,” he said. 
“I’ll just do whatever is right 
on that particular day. I know 
how to get a horse fit. The thing 
about training is, we never, never 
say that we did something very 
well or were brilliant. We should 
say we made mistakes. Training 
is not about being brilliant; it’s 
about not making mistakes. It’s 
the day-in, day-out that matters. 
You have to be good every day. 
It’s the days that you mess up 
that hurt you.” 

Dickinson likes to stay close 
to his state-of-the-art training 
center as much as possible, but 
isn’t about to train two Kentucky 
Derby prospects in the middle 
of winter in Maryland. So Tapit, 
Paddington and three other 
horses were scheduled to be sent 
to the Palm Meadows training 
center in Florida around January 
1. He chose Palm Meadows 
over Gulfstream because it is 
the more serene setting and he 
believes the air quality is better 
there. This will be the first time 
that Dickinson has competed in 
south Florida. 

The Dickinson contingent 
will be under the direct care of 
assistant Lisa Davison. Dickinson 
and assistant Joan Wakefield will 
make frequent trips to Florida to 
look in on the horses. 

No races have been picked 
out for the two yet and Dickinson 
said Tapit’s schedule will be left 
up to Fiske. But both will like¬ 
ly have two or three Kentucky 
Derby preps and they will come

in the usual races, the Fountain of 
Youth, Florida Derby, Louisiana 
Derby, Wood Memorial or Blue 
Grass. 

Dickinson knows that people 
will be curious to see if he is the 
right man for the job. He argues 
that he is. The statistics, at least, 
bear out his contention that he’s 
more versatile than people seem 
to believe. Through December 
10, he had won 35 races this 
year, 18 on the dirt and 17 on the 
grass. His winning percentage in 
races at less than a mile was 33 
percent as compared to 22 per¬ 
cent in races at a mile or longer. 
His two biggest wins this year 
were on the dirt, the $600,000 
West Virginia Derby-G3 with 
Soto and the $300,000 Frank 
J. De Francis Memorial Dash- 
G1 with still another reclamation 
project, A Huevo. 

He also knows that when it 
comes to winning big races he 
has a history of success. Long 
before he won his Breeders’ 
Cups with Da Hoss, Dickinson 
was the dominant trainer in 
English steeplechase racing. In 
one of the most remarkable feats 


in racing history, he trained the 
first five finishers in the 1983 
Cheltenham Gold Cup. 

“I’ve got enough confidence 
in my own ability,” he said. “The 
Kentucky Derby of English 
steeplechasing is the Cheltenham 
Gold Cup. Americans may not 
think it is much, but the fact is 
the English bet more on that 
race than is bet on the Kentucky 
Derby. When I was 33,1 had five 
horses in the race and it was my 
third season training. I’ve won 
two Breeders’ Cups and I am 
smart enough to realize that if 
you’ve got a horse that is good 
enough you can nearly always do 
it and no one can train a bad one 
to win a race like the Derby.” 

For the first time in his career. 
Dickinson may have horses good 
enough to win the Kentucky 
Derby, a race he covets. The race 
doesn’t always have to be won by 
a Bob Baffert or Wayne Lukas. 
Maybe it can be won by a good 
trainer with a few different ideas 
who’s never had a chance to 
prove himself on this particular 
stage. Maybe it can be won by 
Michael Dickinson. #

New York Racing 
Association underwent 
more than a year of 
purgatory until legal 
agreement was reached 
in December, by bhi Heiier 


T his was not the first time the 
New York Racing Associa¬ 
tion was in deep water. But 
it was never in this deep. 

NYRAs troubles began with 
the arrests and conviction of 
19 parimutuel tellers for money 
laundering, conspiracy and tax 
evasion in the summer of 2002 
as part of an ongoing state and 
federal investigation. 

Then came a damning June 
2003 report from the New 
York state attorney general and 
a subsequent, critical audit and 
report from the New York state 
comptroller. That led to the sus¬ 
pension of construction of an 
eagerly awaited video lottery ter¬ 
minal casino at Aqueduct and 
the forced resignation of NYRA 
president Terry Meyocks. 

Last fall it was disclosed that 
NYRA has used millions of dol¬ 
lars from its horsemen’s purse 
account to cover operating costs, 
and, in fact, owes the horse¬ 
men at least $14 million. NYRA 
also owes $68 million to the 
state’s Capital Investment Fund, 
a revolving loan fund set up to 
facilitate capital improvements 
at NYRA’s tracks; $15 million 
to the state for underpaying its 
franchise fee; and $4 million to 
MGM Mirage, which had begun 
work on Aqueduct’s VLT casino. 

On November 17, two NYRA 
tellers pled guilty to participating 
in a 10 percent scheme (cashing 
tickets in exchange for 10 percent 
of the payoff for bettors who hit 
a large payout and were disin¬ 
clined to sign Internal Revenue 
Service forms). The tellers were 
charged in a 406-count indict¬ 
ment involving identity theft and 
forged IRS filings. 

Ultimately, the investigation 
of NYRA by federal authorities 
led to the indictments of seven 
former employees and a $3 mil¬ 
lion fine for NYRA. NYRA was 
also indicted for conspiracy to 
defraud the United States and for 
aiding and abetting the filing of 
false tax returns by its employees 
for more than a decade. But in 
a December 11 agreement with 
U.S. Attorneys for deferred pros¬ 
ecution, NYRA’s indictments will 
be dismissed if NYRA satisfies 
the terms of that agreement over 
the ensuing 18 months as judged 
by an independent monitor 
appointed by the court. Neither 


Meyocks nor his mentor, for¬ 
mer NYRA CEO and chairman 
of the board Kenny Noe, was 
indicted. 

When the threat of indict¬ 
ments of NYRA and its execu¬ 
tives prompted MGM Mirage to 
halt construction on Aqueduct’s 
VLT casino last August, it was 
a particularly dire development 
for NYRA. 

NYRA’s franchise to oper¬ 
ate Aqueduct, Belmont and 
Saratoga through December 
31, 2007, would have been ex¬ 
tended through December 31, 
2013, if NYRA had more than 
4,000 video lottery terminals up 
and operating at Aqueduct by 
March 1, 2004. Now, with the 
deal announced December 11, 
NYRA will ask for an extension 
of the deadline. 

Until the December 11 an¬ 
nouncement, it had been a pain¬ 
ful purgatory for NYRA. 

“It was awful,” said Barry 
Schwartz, who replaced Noe as 
NYRA CEO and chairman in 
October 2000. “It wasn’t what I 
came here to do. At stake wasn’t 
really NYRA, but New York rac¬ 
ing. That’s what I was worried 
about. I wasn’t worried about me. 
The tragedy was if New York 
racing got destroyed, because we 
still have the best racing program 
in the country.” 

The tragedy is that most of 
NYRA’s problems could have 
been dealt with many times 
before they erupted into a crisis. 

The truth is that NYRA was 
warned many times about those 
problems and took little or no 
action. Whether it was arrogance, 
malfeasance, or irresponsibility 
makes little difference now, but 
NYRA, which has been operat¬ 
ing Aqueduct, Belmont Park and 
Saratoga since 1955, was put on 
notice more than 20 years ago. 

The call for a special state 
NYRA inspector general cham¬ 
pioned by current comptroller 
Alan Hevesi last summer was 
proposed in 1981 by New York 
state speaker of the Assembly 
Stanley Fink. 

And the attorney general’s 
2003 report was preceded by 
an even more disturbing one in 
1997, which almost led to the 
opening of bids for NYRA’s 
franchise. The attorney general 
at the time recommended exact- 
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ly that, but Governor George 
Pataki chose to ignore those 
charges and extend NYRA’s 
franchise through 2007 just nine 
days before the mandated open 
bidding process for the franchise 
would have begun. To minimize 
media coverage of this highly 
controversial move, Gov Pataki’s 
staff issued a press release about 
NYRA’s franchise extension half 
an hour before the running of 
the Travers Stakes, the premier 
race of the Saratoga meeting. 

Such political maneuver¬ 
ing has been guiding New York 
Thoroughbred racing for nearly 
half a century. 

Originally called the Greater 
New York Association, NYRA 
was created on June 22, 1955, 
as a nonprofit racing association 
because the four privately owned 
race tracks—Belmont, Saratoga, 
Aqueduct and Jamaica—did not 
have sufficient capital to fund 
much-needed renovations. Ashley 
T. Cole, the chairman of the New 
York State Racing Commission, 
suggested to The Jockey Club 
that it come up with a plan to 
rejuvenate New York racing. The 
Jockey Club appointed a commit¬ 
tee of Christopher T. Chenery 
(who would own Secretariat), 
Harry F. Guggenheim and John 
W Hanes, and they presented a 
plan of action in September 1954 
that would allow a private, non¬ 
profit racing association to be 
created to acquire all the existing 
tracks and operate them under a 
long-term franchise granted by 
the state. 

The New York state legis¬ 
lature did just that, creating a 
nonprofit racing association 
under a 25-year franchise grant 
that guaranteed the association a 
minimum 4 percent of parimu¬ 
tuel handle downstate and five 
percent at Saratoga. This allowed 
the association, which was re¬ 
named NYRA on April 8, 1958, 
to borrow $47 million as a 10- 
year loan from a consortium of 
13 banks headed by the Morgan 
Guaranty Trust Company in 
the fall of 1955. Approximately 
$24.5 million was used to pur¬ 
chase New York’s four tracks, 
one of which would be closed 
—racing at Jamaica ended on 
August 1, 1959, and the prop¬ 
erty was sold for $6.5 million on

July 15, 1960—with the remain¬ 
der used to rebuild Belmont and 
make major improvements at 
Saratoga and Aqueduct. 

After just one year, it became 
clear that NYRA needed more 
money to pay its debt service, and 
the legislature increased NYRAs 


take by 1 percent at all three 
tracks. Takeout has been lowered 
and raised many times since. 

But as the franchise neared 
its sunset date of 1980, NYRA 
encountered what would become 
a familiar problem: Banks were 
not inclined to lend money to 


NYRA for any period beyond its 
franchise. 

Subsequently, NYRAs fran¬ 
chise was extended through 
1985. In October 1983, NYRAs 
franchise was extended through 
December 31, 2000, with an 
important provision—if the 
franchise was not extended by 
September 1, 1997, the gover¬ 
nor was mandated to create a 
nine-person committee to solicit 
proposals from any interested 
parties for a 10-year franchise 
beginning January 1, 2001. Gov 
Pataki beat that deadline nar¬ 
rowly when he extended NYRAs 
franchise for 10 years the after¬ 
noon of the 1997 Travers Stakes 
on August 23, nine days before 
the right to run Thoroughbred 
racing in New York would have 
been opened to other interests 
for the first time since 1955. 

Gov. Pataki’s timing wasn’t an 
accident. Similar to 2003, NYRA 
had been generating headlines 
for all the wrong reasons in 1997, 
not only from a damning attor¬ 
ney general and comptroller’s 
investigation, which, ironically, 
documented a lack of open bid¬ 
ding on NYRA capital improve¬ 
ment projects, but also from its 
own arrogance typifying its pres¬ 
ent-day problems. 

In the spring of 1997, NYRA 
announced it would soon begin 
a cash and merchandise rebate 
program called One Plus for 
its largest NYRA One Account 
bettors, who placed their wagers 
by telephone or self-service, 
on-track terminals. Calling 
the plan “ground-breaking,” 
NYRA proposed to offer mer¬ 
chandise rebates—a program 
Pocono Downs, a harness track 
in Pennsylvania, had started six 
years earlier—if bettors wagered 
a minimum of $10,000 a year. 
One of the merchandise items 
was a NYRA Media Guide. To 
get a 2 percent cash rebate, a 
bettor had to wager $10,000 a 
month. To receive the maximum 
5 percent cash rebate, the cus¬ 
tomer had to wager $500,000 a 
month. NYRA announced the 
program would begin on opening 
day at Belmont Park, May 14. 

Meyocks was asked, “Don’t 
you need the approval of the 
State Racing and Wagering 
Board?” Meyocks said, “No.” 
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Barry Schwartz, who took over as NYRA’s chairman of the board and CEO in October 2000, received only 
passing mention in state Attorney General Eliot Spitzer’s highly critical report issued in June 2003.

Unfortunately for NYRA, 
approval from the Racing and 
Wagering Board was an abso¬ 
lute necessity, and NYRAs tim¬ 
ing could not have been worse 
in a year when it could lose 
its franchise. Gov. Pataki had 
just appointed Michael Hoblock 
as chairman and Ed Martin as 
executive director of the New 
York State Racing and Wagering 
Board. When the Racing and 
Wagering Board informed 
NYRA that the board's approval 
was necessary before beginning 
a rebate program, Meyocks sent 
an April 29 letter to the board 
stating “I am unaware of a law 
or a rule which applies to NYRA 
promotions being reviewed or 
approved by your Board." 

That arrogance would have 
been bad enough, but Meyocks 
also said, “It is my intention to 
reserve all of NYRAs rights in 
this regard, including the right to 
dispute your Board's authority to 
approve this and similar promo¬ 
tions, as well as NYRA's business 
judgment generally." 

Immediately, NYRA had 
placed Hoblock and Martin in an 
adversarial position. It was not a 
good first impression, and NYRA 


didn't help it any by initially tell¬ 
ing the board that NYRA's rebate 
program was none of the board's 
business. On May 13, the board 
approved merchandise rebates 
and disallowed cash rebates. 

That prompted another let¬ 
ter from Meyocks, saying, “Of 
course we're disappointed for 
our fans, but we understand that 


Chairman Hoblock has been in 
this position only a week and 
that he may need additional time 
to become more familiar with 
this issue and other questions 
and problems facing the racing 
industry in New York." 

In other words, “You got 
it wrong, but you'll learn that 
NYRA was right." The cash 
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rebate program was never start¬ 
ed. But NYRA had bigger head¬ 
aches to address. 

A year-long joint investi¬ 
gation of NYRA by the New 
York State attorney general and 
comptroller's offices reviewed 29 
contracts involving 18 NYRA 
capital improvement projects 
from January 1, 1993, through 
May 31, 1997. A 40-page report 
detailed that nine of the 29 con¬ 
tracts totaling $750,437 were not 
awarded using competitive bid¬ 
ding; only one of the 18 projects 
had proper justification, and only 
six of 18 contained detailed job 
specifications. 

Even more serious charges 
concerned the awarding of a 
$968,000 contract to construct a 
glass enclosure of the lower level 
of the grandstand at Belmont 
Park to AVM Construction, 
which, according to the report, 
“did not legally exist at the time 
of contract award, had no rel¬ 
evant experience in glazing 
works and is alleged to have 
ties to organized crime. NYRA 
also made advance payments to 
this contractor—a practice that 
did not conform to its standard 
policy—of over $522,000, or 
more than half the total contract 
award of $968,000." 

Additionally, the report said 
the specifications drawn up for 
the glass enclosure posed “a dan¬ 
ger for an exterior curtain wall in 
an area designed to contain a sig¬ 
nificant amount of people." The 
report also said NYRA solic¬ 
ited political contributions from 
potential contractors. 

Two days after the report's 
findings were revealed, then- 
New York state Attorney 
General Dennis Vacco went on 
record favoring open bidding for 
NYRA's franchise. In a page one 
story in the Albany Times Union, 
Vacco said, “From my perspec¬ 
tive, there is a lot of logic to say, 
'Let's get beyond the September 
date and open the process.' I'm 
not saying that NYRA can't be 
considered, but why would we 
not want to stimulate competi¬ 
tion and open up the process?" 

A few weeks later, Gov. Pataki 
closed the process, doing his best 
to minimize the press coverage 
of his controversial decision. 

The close call with losing its 
franchise apparently did little 
as NYRA continued practice

as usual, frequently ignoring 
requests from state agencies such 
as the comptroller's office and 
the Racing and Wagering Board, 
which had warned NYRA about 
the loose control of its money 
room and deficient accounting 
procedures that led NYRA to its 
current mess. 

According to Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Eliot Spitzer’s statement 
accompanying his report, on June 
14, 2003, “NYRAs top manage¬ 
ment was informed as early as 
1995 of serious problems at the 
track, including the fact that 40 
percent of tellers were running 
massive shortages in their regis¬ 
ters. Officials took no action on 
the 1995 report or on subsequent 
audits and reports that revealed 
additional problems. The report 
documents how NYRA officials 
withheld information and mis¬ 
led state regulators on repeated 
occasions." 

In early 2000, the New York 
state attorney general, the New 
York state office of the inspec¬ 
tor general and the New York 
state police began a joint inves¬ 


tigation into money launder¬ 
ing at Belmont, Aqueduct and 
Saratoga. In September 2000, 
acting on a search warrant, an 
investigative team descended on 
Belmont and searched through 
hundreds of the boxes and bags 
used by mutuel clerks to store 
cash during race meetings. 

The investigators found more 
than they could have imagined. 

Initially, four parimutuel tell¬ 
ers were charged. Three pled 
guilty, and the other teller died. 
Fifteen additional tellers would 
plead guilty to money launder¬ 
ing, conspiracy and tax evasion 
by mid-2002. Two other tellers 
were charged and convicted of 
forgery, identity theft and tax 
evasion from their roles in 10- 
percent schemes. 

Spitzer demanded change in 
his report, including the remov¬ 
al of Meyocks, who was also 
NYRAs chief operating officer. 
Additionally the report, which 
noted that the investigation had 
found nothing reflecting on the 
integrity of races at NYRA’s 


tracks, stated, “The Legislature 
and Governor should consider 
altogether eliminating NYRAs 
governance of these three 
important race tracks. The cur¬ 
rent structure has not, does not, 
and will not work." 

Schwartz could have taken 
the easy way out, firing Meyocks 
immediately. Instead, he stood 
100 percent behind him, labeling 
Spitzer’s report politically based 
—Spitzer is expected to run for 
governor in New York in 2006— 
and citing numerous deficiencies 
in the report. 

Schwartz was not making 
hollow allegations. In the mas¬ 


sive report, Schwartz’s name was 
only mentioned once to identify 
him as NYRA’s CEO and chair¬ 
man of the board. He was not 
interviewed once, which is rather 
amazing since he had replaced 
Noe in both NYRA positions in 
2000. How do you issue such a 
critical report without talking to 
Schwartz, who had been address¬ 
ing NYRA’s deficiencies by 
replacing five department heads 
in less than three years? That was 
not in the report either. 

Then there was another 
report, one from the comptrol¬ 
ler’s office, which accompanied 
a highly critical audit by state 
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comptroller Alan Hevesi last 
September 17. Calling NYRA 
“out of control without appro¬ 
priate oversight/ 7 and citing 
NYRA’s underpayment of its 
franchise fee by more than $15 
million, Hevesi proposed imple¬ 
menting an independent inspec¬ 
tor general to monitor NYRAs 
operations and “steps 77 to ensure 
that VLTs will be up and run¬ 
ning “no matter what happens 
to NYRA 77 to guarantee revenue 
to the state. 

Hevesi’s call for an indepen¬ 
dent inspector general came 
more than 22 years after Stanley 
Fink, the speaker of the New 
York state Assembly, called for 
the creation of an Office of 
Inspector General of Racing 
who would be “a deputy attorney 
general with full police powers 
over the Thoroughbred, harness 
and Quarter Horse industries, 
breeding funds, regional off¬ 
track betting corporations and 
the State Racing and Wagering 
Board. 77 Fink’s suggestion was 
contained in his March 14, 1981, 
“Legislative Proposal to Enhance 


Thoroughbred Racing in New 
York. 77 

Just three days after Hevesi’s 
audit, new charges were leveled 
at NYRA that it owed $14 mil¬ 
lion to its horsemen and $68 
million to the Capital Investment 
Fund. 

On September 29, NYRA 
announced Meyocks 7 resigna¬ 
tion—though Meyocks has 
remained at NYRA as a con¬ 
sultant on racing—and a com¬ 
plete reorganization of its cor¬ 
porate structure. NYRA named 
C. Steven Duncker and Peter 
Karches as co-chief operating 
officers and new members of 
its board of trustees. Both will 
work without compensation in 
a new office of the chairman, 
which will coordinate the man¬ 
agement of the organization’s 18 
departments and business areas. 
The officers in that new office 
will report directly to Schwartz. 
Karches and Duncker will serve 
full-time until a new COO and 
president is announced. Duncker, 
a retired partner and managing 
director at Goldman Sachs, owns 
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and breeds Thoroughbreds. 
Karches retired from Morgan 
Stanley after a 25-year career. 

In other changes, Patrick 
Kehoe, NYRA’s vice-president 
and general counsel, will be 
made a senior vice-president and 
will be in charge of four NYRA 
departments: legal, security, pari¬ 
mutuels and regulatory compli¬ 
ance. Cathleen Marino, NYRA’s 
vice-president of customer rela¬ 
tions, will also be made a senior 
vice-president in charge of three 
departments: customer relations, 
parking and admissions. Senior 
vice-president Bill Nader will con¬ 
tinue to be in charge of all simul¬ 
casting and communications and 
take on the added responsibility 
of off-track betting relations. J. 
William Byrne, the former CEO 
of CM Offray & Son, Inc., a 
textile company, has been named 
chief financial officer to fill a 
longstanding vacancy. NYRA 
also announced the addition of 
prominent Thoroughbred owner 
Eugene Melnyck to its board of 
trustees and former decorated 
member of the New York state 
police Kenneth Cook as director 
of security. 

But the biggest change was 
Meyocks 7 resignation 10 years 
after he joined NYRA. “It’s 
what’s best for the corporation 
and all the employees, 77 Meyocks 
said on September 29. “I firmly 
believe these changes are positive 
developments that will result in a 
healthier, more competitive and 
more profitable NYRA.” 

Schwartz rued Meyocks 7 
departure: “It will leave a tre¬ 
mendous void at NYRA that 
will be extremely difficult to fill. 
No one knows New York racing 
like Terry; no one cares about 
New York racing like Terry; and 
no one has ever given more of 
himself to New York racing than 
Terry.” 

Meyocks served as Calder’s 
racing secretary for 14 years, and 
as Gulfstream Park’s director of 
racing for three and a half years 
before being hired as NYRA’s 
racing secretary on April 21, 
1993. In New York, Meyocks 
worked for his former Florida 
boss, Kenny Noe, and became 
NYRA president and COO on 
December 11,1996. 

Despite his announced resig¬ 
nation, the bad news kept com¬ 
ing for NYRA. 


It turns out the $14 million 
NYRA had used from the horse¬ 
men’s account was a conservative 
figure. “They owe us $20 mil¬ 
lion,” Richard Bomze, president 
of the New York Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, said in 
mid-November. “It was $14 mil¬ 
lion in January.” 

NYRA finally addressed the 
issue by setting up a separate 
purse account for the horsemen. 
“There was a separate account 
as of November 6,” Bomze said. 
“It took NYRA five weeks to set 
it up, which I have no idea why.” 

Bomze is critical of NYRA, 
but does not want to see NYRA’s 
franchise revoked. “It’s not easy 
to talk about because I’m very 
upset,” Bomze said. “It’s apparent 
that NYRA for the last decade or 
so has not been run very profes¬ 
sionally. Usually, there’s oversight 
by the Board. Maybe it’s a pipe- 
dream, but I wish things were 
done the way they’re supposed 
to be done. There’s going to have 
to be a new attitude at NYRA, 
but I want them running racing. 
I don’t want a private owner with 
a profit incentive. With NYRA, 
they run the track for horses and 
horsemen. I would much rather 
have NYRA run it.” 

Obviously, so would Schwartz. 
“If I didn’t think so, I wouldn’t 
be here,” he said. “We’ve just got 
to see this through.” 

And then, like everyone else, 
Schwartz waited. Word finally 
came on December 11. Only 
seven former NYRA employees, 
department heads Clement Im- 
perato and Vincent Hogan, super¬ 
visor of tellers Charles O’Con¬ 
nell and four tellers—James Bog- 
giano, Barbara Fasone, Dennis 
King and Gerald Pontrelli—were 
indicted. All face prison terms 
and heavy fines. 

NYRA, itself, will pay a $3 
million fine over the next three 
years, but for the first time in 
three years since the state and fed¬ 
eral investigation began, NYRA 
can move forward. The MGM 
Mirage returned to Aqueduct to 
continue its construction of the 
VLT casino, which now has a 
target date of late fall or early 
winter, 2004. 

“It’s been a long couple of 
years,” Schwartz said. “Hopefully, 
this will bring closure. I’m very 
thankful it’s over.” W

McDynamo 
ascends to 
legendary realm 
in winning 
Colonial Cup 


T he 15th fence of the Colon¬ 
ial Cup—-where races are 
won and lost, careers are 
launched and halted, legends 
born and broken. As McDynamo 
sped into the four and a half-foot 
tall obstacle in the November 
16 Grade 1 stakes, he left the 
ground a mere horse and landed 
a hero. 

“That was just a phenomenal 
fence,” said trainer Sanna Hen¬ 
driks. “I was in awe of him.” 

So was everyone else. 

Already the de facto champi¬ 
on after winning the Royal Chase 
in April and Breeders’ Cup in 
October, both Grade 1 races, 
McDynamo horse-handled six 
opponents while setting a course 
record in the $100,000 Colonial 
Cup. Owned by Michael Moran 
and ridden by Craig Thornton, 
the horse won by four lengths 
and further trumpeted his arrival 
in the sport’s upper reaches. 

A steeplechaser since just 
2001, McDynamo has won eight 
of 10 starts and $466,429—the

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eighth-highest total of all-time— 
by age 6. His Colonial Cup win 
was special, mosdy because of 
the race. First run in 1970, the 
Colonial Cup was the first six- 
figure steeplechase in U.S. his¬ 
tory and has been won by 13 
champions. McDynamo makes 
14 and might someday join the 
three (so far) Colonial Cup win¬ 
ners in racing’s Hall of Fame. 

“You’ve got to give credit 
where credit is due—he’s a seri¬ 
ous horse,” said Thornton. “I 
wouldn’t want to try to beat 
him.” 

Everybody tried to beat 
McDynamo in the Colonial Cup, 
the signature race on the season’s 
final day at Camden, S.C., but 
failed. Mulahen (GB), third in 
the Breeders’ Cup, shot to an 
immediate lead while trying to 
play thief. Lord Zada and Najjm 
shadowed the favorite early. A1 
Skywalker reversed tactics and 
went to the back of the field for 
the first time in his career. As the 
field turned into the Springdale 
Race Course backstretch—five 
fences along a half-mile stretch 
of wide, smooth, straight turf— 
McDynamo forced his will on 
the race. 

“There’s so much room down 
the back I could get him out away 
from other horses,” said Thorn¬ 
ton. “Jumping off this ground, 
he was just electric. I wanted him 
to pop away at his fences because 
he was getting there too soon. 
He didn’t want any part of pop¬ 
ping away off this ground; he 
had springs on his heels.” 

McDynamo bounced into the 
third-last and exploded into the 
air—leaving out a stride and test¬ 
ing the 17-hand Lord Zada like 
never before. The 2001 Colonial 
Cup winner (and fellow Hendriks 
trainee) often throws leaps like 
that at other horses, but was on 
the receiving end at Camden. 

Hendriks, who missed the 
Colonial Cup while recover¬ 
ing from the birth of her first 
child (a son named Parker) the 
day before, watched the race on 
videotape a few days later and 
marveled at her horse’s perfor¬ 
mance. 

“It takes a lot to win three 
major races in a year like he did,” 
she said. “You can’t have any¬ 
thing go wrong, and you have to 
be up to the task all the time. I 
couldn’t believe the way he ran.”

The first horse to win three 
Grade 1 steeplechases in a single 
season since Lonesome Glory in 
1995, McDynamo is the trainer’s 
second champion after Pompeyo 
(Chi) who received the honor 
posthumously for his 2001 cam¬ 
paign. Pompeyo was kicked by 
another horse, sustained a small 
fracture, had surgery and was 
euthanized due to the complica¬ 
tions of an infection. 

McDynamo is every bit as 
brilliant as Pompeyo, who won 
seven of 11 starts before exiting 
all too soon. 

“You learn to appreciate every 
race they run and every race they 
can run,” said Hendriks. ‘You 
have to realize you have them 
one day and the next day they 
might be gone.” 

That reality might keep 
Hendriks’s thoughts in perspec¬ 
tive, but McDynamo stirs wit¬ 
nesses into superlatives. How 
good is he? What will he do 
next? Can he keep on winning? 
Plenty good enough. Almost 
anything. Probably. The son of 
Dynaformer has always been tal¬ 
ented, but he now blends ability, 
speed and power to create a force 
few horses can match. Hendriks 
credits maturity, and an untimely 
fall at Belmont in 2002, with 
much of McDynamo’s progress. 

“When he was younger, he 
took it for granted that he could 
cut loose at a fence and get away 
with it,” said Hendriks. “He was 
like a super-talented kid who 
never took it that seriously. Now 
he realizes how good he is and 
also realizes he has to work at it 
and pay attention to what he’s 
doing.” 

Which is plenty. 


SHEPPARD 
WINS TWO AT 
COLONIAL CUP 

P ennsylvania trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard, whose steeple¬ 
chase stable has shrunk in 
recent years, halted a quiet fall 
season with two stakes wins on 
the Colonial Cup undercard. 
Augustin Stable’s Risotto won 
the $30,000 Sport of Queens for 
fillies and mares. A daughter of 
Kris S., Risotto dragged jockey 
Tom Foley to the front and sim¬ 
ply kept going while winning by 
22 lengths. 

“I couldn’t hold one side of 
her,” said Foley. “I figured if I 
stayed fighting her she was going 
to run over the back of some¬ 
thing or start messing around 
at her fences. I just dropped her 
head and let her go. Once she 
jumped two or three, she setded 
down.” 

Risotto broke her maiden in 
England at 2 in 2001, and was 
pulled out of Keeneland’s 2003 
January sale on the advice of 
Sheppard. The trainer looked 
even smarter when the NS A 
introduced a filly and mare series 
to the fall calendar. Risotto was 
second at Shawan Downs and 
second again to Feeling So Pretty 
at Far Hills before romping 
(without Feeling So Pretty in the 
race) at Camden. 

“I always sneak a few schools 
into them down here in Cam¬ 
den,” said Sheppard. “Even if 
there’s no chance they’re going 
to run, I think it’s good therapy 
for them, especially with fillies. 
She’s no superstar, but she’s use¬ 


ful and will be competitive in 
those races.” 

Sheppard homebred Three 
Carat, also with Foley aboard, 
made off with the $25,000 
Raymond Woolfe Memorial for 
3-year-old hurdlers. A son of 
Storm Broker and Gemini’s Gem 
(a hurdle winner and half-sis¬ 
ter to $700,000 earner Victorian 
Hill), Three Carat was making his 
third hurdle start of the season 
and thrived without unbeaten 
divisional champion Hidden Key, 
who was being rested for a 4- 
year-old campaign. 

The victory was Sheppard’s 
10th in the stakes for freshmen 
hurdlers. 

“Really, I think it’s nothing 
more than an educated guess,” 
said Sheppard of predicting the 
future form of 3-year-old hur¬ 
dlers, “but if you do it slowly and 
don’t rush them you can keep 
the door open for them to be 
good horses in the future. I was 
impressed with the way he did it, 
so we’ll see.” 

Foley entered the day four 
wins out of first place in the 
jockey standings, and got within 
one when Young Dubliner (Ire) 
doggedly turned aside Charlie’s 
Dewan to win the $15,000 open 
timber for Bill Lickle and trainer 
Kathy Neils on. 

Born again at age 14, Young 
Dubliner scored for the third 
straight time. 


“He’s one of those horses— 
the more aggressive you are, the 
more aggressive he is,” said Foley. 
“He will give you everything, you 
just have to keep asking. Charlie’s 
Dewan was coming to me. I 
felt him at the last, but [Young 
Dubliner] felt him too and just 
kept giving me more.” 

Foley’s last-ditch bid for the 
jockey championship stayed one 
win shy as David Bentley and 
Matt McCarron tied for the title 
with 16 wins each. The crown 
was a first for McCarron, whose 
last name is associated with jock¬ 
ey titles of a different sort. The 
son of Maryland-based trainer 
(and ex-jockey) Gregg and neph¬ 
ew of Hall of Famer Chris rallied 
from well off the pace to match 
Bentley late in the year. 

For Bentley, it was title num¬ 
ber two following last season’s 
narrow victory over Gus Brown. 
An English native, Bentley made 
his U.S. debut in 2000 and looks 
to be a stalwart in the standings 
for years to come. 

The season’s final day was 
stressful on both jockeys, who 
came into the day tied and stayed 
that way through six races. 

“Up to today, if it didn’t work 
out, OK, it was fun and I got 
close. But today it was so close 
it was tangible, it was something 
I really wanted,” McCarron said 
at the Colonial Cup. “Nerves 
were there that aren’t normally 
there. It was a stressful day. It

was a chance to have a piece 
of immortality. As long as Pve 
been doing it Pve never been this 
close. It’s a dream come true.” 

“It was just a strange day. 
Coming in, it was more like hop¬ 
ing Matt couldn’t ride a winner 
than me riding a winner,” Bentley 
said. “I was probably much more 
nervous today than I was last 
year because I knew it could 
swing either way. Looking at the 
card, I had a feeling it was going 
to be one of those days when it 
was hard to ride a winner.” 

Trainer Jack Fisher picked up 
his first championship with a 
25-win season. Fisher built a big 
lead in the spring, watched it 
disappear in the summer, reas¬ 
serted himself in the fall and 
won by five over Neilson. Based 
in Maryland, Fisher has been 
close numerous times, includ¬ 
ing three runner-up efforts, but 


nailed the championship with a 
consistent performance through¬ 
out the year. 

Business Booms 

T he NSA realized a stellar year 
in terms of horse inventory, 
as full fields were the rule 
throughout the season—includ¬ 
ing the important summer ses¬ 
sion at Saratoga and Colonial 
Downs race tracks. In the fall, 
the success continued with even 
more full fields and a 15-horse 
maiden race on the season’s final 
day. 

All those horses were lured by 
more than $4.9 million in purse 
money, an increase of more than 
$100,000 over the 2002 season. 
In total, starters increased by 300 
over the 2002 season and there 
were 570 active horses in 2003 
versus 497 in 2002. ^

STEEPLECHASING byjoe Clancy Jr. 


Jack Fisher’s 
training title was 
long overdue 


here’s always the Tack Fisher 
Rule. 

Carved into the brain of 
any steeplechase handicapper, 
the rule states: “His horses can 
run the race of their lives at any 
moment, and for no apparent 
reason.” The sentence is more 
like a warning, since moments 
and reasons are difficult to pre¬ 
dict, but it applies to— 

+ Sharp Face in the 2002 
Meadow Brook at Belmont Park. 
He won at better than 50-1 after 
running horribly in his three pre¬ 
vious starts. 

+ Indispensable in the 2003 
Turf Writers at Saratoga. He fin¬ 
ished third at 50-1, to complete a 
$1,444 trifecta. That score came 
two years after he won the Zeke 
Ferguson at Colonial Downs at 
24-1. 

+ Darn Tipalarm in the 2001 
Legacy Chase at Shawan Downs. 
In the twilight of his hurdle 
career, he wired a stakes field that 
included a champion, a Grade 1 
winner and nine others. 

+ Dozens of others in races 
big, small, meaningful, with bet¬ 
ting and without, in a training 
career that started in earnest in 
1993. 

For all his accomplishments, 
including 229 jump wins and 
$4.27 million in career steeple¬ 
chase earnings, Fisher hadn’t 
won an NS A training champion¬ 
ship. He finished second in 1994 
while winning 30 races—a total 
that would have meant a tide in 
each of the eight years that fol¬ 
lowed. The Marylander settled 
for the red ribbon again in 1995, 
when Jonathan Sheppard used 


70 more starters to get the cham¬ 
pionship by a single victory. 

The successes piled up, but 
so did the disappointments, as 
Fisher finished fifth in 1996, 
eighth in 1997, eighth in 1998, 
second in 1999, sixth in 2000, 
third in 2001 and fourth in 2002. 
Fisher’s stable grew, but his vic¬ 
tory total seemed to decrease. 

Fellow Marylander Tom Voss 
seized the training title in 2000, 
2001 and 2002 while seeming to 
constantly deny Fisher. 

And then came 2003, which 
was Fisher’s career in miniature 
—only with a happier ending. 

He built a quick lead by tak¬ 
ing at least one race on four of 
the season’s first five weekends. 
Three of his first five starters 
won, and by the end of the 
spring the win total reached 12 
—amazingly, 10 more than Voss. 
Finally, a championship appeared 
to be truly within reach. 

The Voss barn awoke in time 
for summer and won 10 of the 
22 NS A races at Colonial Downs 
and Saratoga. By late September, 
in the middle of the Shawan 
Downs card, Fisher’s lead was 
gone. 

But don’t forget the rule. 
Largely rested over the summer, 
Fisher’s horses started running 
the races of their lives—con¬ 
sistently. Indispensable, Charlie’s 
Dewan and Kebo Valley won 
at Shawan to quickly snatch 
the advantage back from Voss. 
Major Conquest won the next 
day at Foxfield. 

Charlie’s Dewan and Darn 
Tipalarm came up with crucial 
late-season wins, and a three- 




pack at Callaway Gardens in 
November iced the title. 

As usual, Fisher was deadpan 
throughout his first champion¬ 
ship season—alternating confi¬ 
dent wisecracks with one-race- 
at-a-time cliches. You know he 
wanted the championship, really 
wanted it. He just didn’t say it. 

In August, Voss paid Fisher a 
compliment while winning races 
faster than Bobby Frankel— 
“He’s the only one I don’t want 
to catch. He deserves it. 

He’s been second enough, 
and anybody who works that 
hard should be leading trainer.” 

Voss and Fisher have a rela¬ 
tionship that would test a good 
therapist. On one level, they 
seem like rivals—operating two 
of the country’s most power¬ 
ful stables—while on another, 
they are classic friends who share 
more than the 21111 zip code. 
Voss’s horses are always ready 
to run. So are Fisher’s. They 
excel with timber horses, but also 


succeed with recent converts to 
hurdling. 

They can be at once irascible 
and gregarious. Their paths cross 
frequently—at the races, on the 
gallops, when buying prospects, 
at dinner. Voss once gave up 
on a timber horse, Saluter, who 
turned out to be a champion 
(with 22 wins and more than 
$500,000 in earnings) while rac¬ 
ing for Fisher. Voss has trained 
for numerous former Fisher cli¬ 
ents, and vice versa. 

After settling for third behind 
Fisher and Kathy Neilson in 
the final 2003 standings, Voss 
regaled the NS A awards dinner 
audience with tales of Fisher’s 
early career with Hall of Famer 
Mikey Smithwick—who tried to 
trade the teenage Fisher to Voss 
for a load of hay. In the end, 
Voss humbled his successor with 
heartfelt congratulations to “my 
friend, my neighbor and the man 
I gave Saluter to.” 

And the man with the rule. 
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Earners of more than $1 million in 2003 
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sires in the region.

Black Tie Affair’s 
arrival is 
worthy of 
celebration 



B lack Tie Affair (Ire) is a rare 
item in the breeding world 
today—a top-class horse 
who proved sound and consis¬ 
tent, with stakes wins from ages 
2 through 5. Like the great race 
horses of bygone eras, Black Tie 
Affair was a multi-dimension¬ 
al race horse, winning graded 
stakes at seven furlongs to a mile 
and a quarter. He was fast and he 
could carry his speed with grit 
and determination. His ultimate 
achievement came when he blew 
the doors off a tremendous field 
in winning the 1991 Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl. 

Now well-established as a 
sire, having been represented by 
the truly brilliant Formal Gold 
and numerous others, Black Tie 
Affair (Miswaki—Hat Tab Girl, 
by A1 Hattab) returns to Amer¬ 
ican soil for the 2004 breeding 
season, at Blue Ridge Farm in Vir¬ 
ginia. His arrival is a major boost 
to the Mid-Atlantic region. 

An $85,000 Saratoga year¬ 
ling, Black Tie Affair won three 
races from eight starts as a 2- 
year-old in 1988, including the 
Malus Stakes over seven fur¬ 
longs at Philadelphia Park, and 
finished second in photo finish¬ 
es in the Deputy Minister Stakes 
and Allegheny Stakes. At 3, he 
started a remarkable 16 times, 
winning four races, including 
the Sheridan Stakes-G3 over a 
mile at Arlington Park and the 
mile Bold Favorite Handicap at 
Sportsman’s Park, besides races 
at six and seven furlongs at 
Arlington, and placing in three 
stakes. 

At 4, the gray won four of 
11 starts, including the mile and 


a quarter Hawthorne Gold Cup 
Handicap-G2, defeating a nice 
field that included Mi Selecto, 
Lac Ouimet and Lively One. He 
also scored in the seven-furlong 
Commonwealth Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes-G3 at Keeneland and the 
Equipoise Mile Handicap-G3 at 
Arlington. His five stakes plac- 
ings that season included a third 
in the Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
behind Safely Kept and Dayjur. 

Black Tie Affair peaked in his 
5-year-old season, going post- 
ward 10 times and winning seven. 
After a third in the Razorback 
Handicap-G2, he finished in 
front of Housebuster in his sec¬ 
ond consecutive Commonwealth 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3 (in 
a time of 1:21 Vs, three-fifths off 
the track record), but bowed to 
that rival in the Carter Handicap- 
Gl, both at seven furlongs. In 
the Metropolitan Handicap-Gl, 
both Black Tie Affair and House¬ 
buster lost to In Excess (Ire). 

Then Black Tie Affair went 
on a binge, winning six straight, 
leading from flagfall to finish 
in all of them, victories that 
included the Stephen Foster-G3, 
Cornhusker-G3, Washington 
Park-G2, Michigan Mile-G2 and 
Philip H. Iselin-Gl Handicaps, 
culminating with the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic. 

No Breeders’ Cup field is 
weak, but this one was particu¬ 
larly strong. The beaten horses 
were, in order of finish, Twilight 
Agenda, Unbridled, Fly So Free, 
Strike the Gold, Festin (Arg), 
Marquetry, Chief Honcho, Sum¬ 
mer Squall, Star of Gdansk and 
Cudas. All of them were embar¬ 
rassed when Black Tie Affair, the 


obvious pacesetter, was allowed 
to set extremely leisurely frac¬ 
tions, and once again, stretch a 
frontrunning performance to 10 
furlongs. 

Black Tie Affair retired off 
that prestigious victory and 
garnered not only the Eclipse 
Award for champion older male, 
but also the 1991 horse of the 
year title. He retired to stud at 
Vinery in Kentucky for the 1992 
season. 

Although himself a stakes 
winner at 2, Black Tie Affair 
had greatly improved with age 
and maturity. However, the mar¬ 
ket dismissed him after his first 
foals to race delivered only a 
few minor stakes wins during 
their initial seasons on the track. 
When his first crop turned 4 
in 1997, one of its members— 
Formal Gold—evolved into a 
giant. Second only to Skip Away 
in championship balloting for 
older males that year, Formal 
Gold defeated Skip Away on 
three separate occasions at nine 
furlongs, including the Donn 
Handicap-Gl and Woodward 
Stakes-Gl, both at nine fur¬ 
longs. 

But Formal Gold was too 
late. Black Tie Affair had been 
sold to East Stud in Japan and 
would make his first season there 
in 1998. His last few American- 
bred crops grew up and expand¬ 
ed his brood to include over 
30 stakes winners, with a new 
leading North American earner, 
another later-maturing star, the 
well-named Evening Attire. A 
multiple Grade 3 winner at 3, 
Evening Attire bloomed at 4 
to win the Jockey Club Gold 


Cup-Gl, Saratoga Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G2, Aqueduct 
Handicap-G3 and Red Smith 
Handicap-G3. 

Little has been heard from 
Black Tie Affair’s Japanese-con¬ 
ceived crops, although the oldest 
are now 5. It’s suspected that 
his predilection for dirt is not 
so desirable in a country where 
most of the racing is on grass 
(but we could have told them 
that before they went to the 
effort). 

Black Tie Affair’s return to 
American shores is welcome 
news in a region lacking consis¬ 
tent stakes sires. 

Black Tie Affair’s sire, Mis¬ 
waki, sired numerous European 
champions and group winners, 
including the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe-Gl-winning filly 
Urban Sea. And he’s represent¬ 
ed by North American graded 
stakes winners Allied Forces, 
Papal Power, Diligence, Le 
Belvedere and Now Listen. 

Several of Miswaki’s other 
sons have proven themselves 
at stud—Umatilla and Aliocha 
in Australia, Midyan in France 
and Raj Waki, who is rising 
from obscurity to do the job in 
Canada. Miswaki’s prowess as a 
sire of sires has been underrat¬ 
ed, probably because his daugh¬ 
ters have proven to be such 
amazing broodmares, producing 
Galileo (Ire), Black Sam Bellamy, 
Daylami (Ire), Dalakhani, Hern¬ 
ando (Fr), Johann Quatz (Fr), 
Dr Fong, Talkin Man and Taiki 
Fortune, to name a few. 

Since sons of good brood¬ 
mare sires frequently become 
good broodmare sires them- 
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PEDIGREES 


selves, it’s expected that daugh¬ 
ters of Black Tie Affair will be 
useful producers. In 2002, the 
first stakes winner out of one 
of his daughters hit the record 
books, juvenile Mike’s Wildcat 
by Forest Wildcat. In 2003, five 
more stakes winners appeared 
with Black Tie Affair as their 
broodmare sire, including Grade 
3 winners Ocean Terrace and 
Letra de Cambio (in Brazil)—so 
things are definitely looking up 
in that regard. 


Black Tie Affair is bred on 
Miswakfs excellent nick with The 
Axe II and his son A1 Hattab, 
a cross that has also produced 
Diligence and Italian champion 
Misil. Black Tie Affair’s dam, the 
stakes-winning A1 Hattab mare 
Hat Tab Girl, also produced 
Group 1 winner Great Palm (by 
Manila) and the stakes-winning 
filly Start a Tab (by Matsadoon). 
His second dam is by Bold 
Commander, and his third dam 
is by Crafty Admiral. 


Bold Commander was a son 
of Bold Ruler, and so far Black 
Tie Affair’s leading nick has been 
with Bold Ruler-line mares, so 
the seven stakes winners result¬ 
ing have been doubled up on 
that strain. Our returning hero 
has actually done well with mares 
from a wide range of pedigree 
backgrounds, though. Formal 
Gold is out of a mare by Screen 
King (by Silent Screen, by Prince 
John), although he has a cross 
of Bold Ruler (5x4) through his 


second dam, by Bold Ruler’s son 
Irish Casde. 

Evening Attire’s dam is by 
Our Native, whose grandpar¬ 
ents, Raise a Native and Crafty 
Admiral, are both duplicated 
closely in his pedigree. Raise a 
Native is 4x4 and Crafty Admiral 
is 5x4. Both of them mark Black 
Tie Affair for success with Mid- 
Atlantic-bred broodmares, many 
of whom are by Raise a Native¬ 
line sires or sons of Danzig, 
whose dam carried a strain of 
Crafty Admiral. 

Another good cross for Black 
Tie Affair is with mares by sons 
of Damascus, who produced 
three of his leading stakes win¬ 
ners—Santa Cristina (a Grade 
1 winner in Mexico), Spicy 
Award and Afternoon Affair, 
out of mares by Cutlass, Private 
Account and Ogygian respec¬ 
tively. Damascus has worked 
well with stallions carrying Bold 
Ruler, and Bold Commander 
offers additional enticement. 
His dam, High Voltage, was by 
the French horse *Ambiorix, a 
three-quarter-brother to *My 
Babu, who happens to be the 
dam sire of Damascus. 

To underscore the impor¬ 
tance of Bold Commander in 
Black Tie Affair’s pedigree, note 
that his good filly License Fee, 
a multiple Grade 3 stakes-win¬ 
ning millionaire who died in 
training, was out of a mare by 
Deputy Minister, second dam 
by Impressive. Impressive was 
a champion sprinting son of 
*Court Martial, and also a half- 
brother to Bold Commander. 
License Fee’s pedigree is one 
of the few places we find their 
dam, High Voltage, as a suc¬ 
cessfully duplicated linebreeding 
target, 5x4. This suggests that 
Black Tie Affair might do well 
with daughters or granddaugh¬ 
ters of the regional sire Brilliant 
Protege (out of a daughter of 
High Voltage), or with mares 
carrying Brilliant Protege’s half- 
brother Majestic Light. 

License Fee’s pedigree also 
duplicates The Axe II 4x4, since 
he’s the sire of her third dam 
as well as the sire of A1 Hattab. 
In fact. Black Tie Affair’s best 
runners all have numerous line- 
breedings playing on several of 
his third and fourth generation 
ancestors, so this is a horse who 
seems to do best with mares 
with a genetic background simi¬ 
lar to his own.

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HEALTH NOTES by Heather Smith Thomas 


Computer 
technology can 
help boost 
conception rate 


U ltrasonography has become 
an important tool for vet¬ 
erinarians in assessing the 
reproductive cycle in mares. 

“We can look at an ultrasound 
image and determine a great deal 
about what is going on in the 
mare, as far as her stage in the 
cycle, and any pathology/' says 
Elaine Carnevale, DVM, Ph.D., a 
professor in equine reproduction 
in Colorado State University's 
Department of Biomedical 
Sciences. 

To develop an even sharp¬ 
er picture, however, Carnevale 
and others are pioneering com¬ 
puter-assisted analysis of ultra¬ 
sound images. Practical insights 
came from a cooperative study 
conducted by Colorado State 
University and the University of 
Saskatchewan at Saskatoon. 

There are 256 shades of 
gray in the follicle as a mare 
approaches ovulation, and after 
she ovulates. The human eye 
can see only a fraction of these 
shades, while the computer can 
differentiate all 256. 

“The ultrasound picture can 
be broken down into pixels—or 
picture elements, using a com¬ 
puter. The human eye can only 
see part of this, and it varies from 
person to person on what can be 
seen. If we put that image into a 
computer, however, it can iden¬ 
tify individual pixels and assign 
a numerical value to each picture 
element," explains Carnevale. 

The study sought to deter¬ 
mine if computer analysis of 


ultrasound images could be used 
to more accurately pinpoint, 
within hours, the time of actual 
ovulation. 

“The objective was to evalu¬ 
ate changes in image attributes 
that occur before and after ovu¬ 
lation. So one of the aims of 
the project was to determine if 
computer-assisted image analysis 
would be a valuable tool for use 
in reproductive management of 
the mare," says Carnevale. 

“For this study we used light 
horse mares. Mares were scanned 


daily during estrus. When a fol¬ 
licle greater than 35 millimeters 
in diameter and other signs of 
estrus were indicated, the mare 
was given an administration of 
HCG. We anticipated ovula¬ 
tion to occur about 36 hours 
later. Images were collected at 


two-hour intervals for 16 hours 
before ovulation, and for 14 
hours after ovulation. Another 
image was collected 24 hours 
after ovulation." 

Images were frozen on the 
computer screen and then trans¬ 
ferred to the hard drive of a 
computer. The images were sent 
via Internet to the University of 
Saskatchewan, where they were 
analyzed in the laboratory, using 
a special program for image 
analysis. 

Before ovulation, the research¬ 
ers looked at the changes in the 
follicular wall. Carnevale showed 
a graph depicting a cross-section 
of the follicle and the follicular 
wall, and the changes in its slope 
and shades of gray. 

In previous work at the Saska¬ 
toon laboratory it was found that 
the more gradual the slope of the 
follicular wall, the more compe¬ 
tent the follicle. “A follicle with a 
gradual follicular wall was more 
viable; these follicles produce a 
large concentration of estrogen, 
and will ovulate," she says. When 
the wall was very steep, the fol¬ 
licle was likely to regress rather 
than ovulate. 

Pre-ovulatory images were 
analyzed by dividing them into 
quadrants and doing pixel analy¬ 
sis in circular areas. These images 
could then be transformed into 
color graphics, rather than shades 
of gray, making them much easi¬ 
er to see and interpret. 


“For pre-ovulatory follicles, 
we looked at the brightness of 
the follicular wall, the area that 
encompasses the follicular wall, 
the portion that contains the fol¬ 
licular fluid, and we could also 
see the slope of the follicular wall 
to determine how steep it was 


[and potentially how viable the 
follicle]," says Carnevale. 

“Ovulatory sites were evalu¬ 
ated for numerical pixel value 
or the mean gray level, and the 
differences in gray levels within 
that site. Analyses were done on 
all 256 pixel values. The results 
for pre-ovulatory follicles were 
interesting. We saw many differ¬ 
ences as the follicle went through 
the pre-ovulatory period." 

At 10 hours before ovula¬ 
tion, there was an increase in the 
brightness of the follicular wall, 
with another increase noticed 
just before ovulation. Variation in 
pixel values was relatively consis¬ 
tent until just prior to ovulation. 

“Then we see a significant 
increase in the variation between 
gray levels within the follicular 
wall. We think this represents 
some of the changes occurring 
in the follicle just before ovula¬ 
tion—changes in which the fol¬ 
licle is developing more edema 
and the cells are potentially sepa¬ 
rating," she explains. 

“Wall thickness was measured 
in millimeters, and did not change 
during the time interval that we 
studied. There did tend to be a 
difference in the thickness of the 
deep wall [opposite the ovulation 
fossa] over the 10 hours before 
ovulation," she says. 

“As the follicle matures, the 
granulosa cells that start out as a 
compact mass of cells begin to 
expand and separate. At about 
four hours before ovulation, 
we see some of these cells start 
to separate from the follicular 
wall and enter into the follicu¬ 
lar antrum [chamber]. That area, 
which always shows as very dark 
on the ultrasound, begins to 
lighten at about four hours prior 
to ovulation," says Carnevale. 

“At two hours after ovulation, 
the image of the ovulation site 
was very consistent in its gray 
levels. The gray level changed 
over time, and by four hours 
after ovulation, there is a sig¬ 
nificant change, and the site was 
darkest gray," she says. 

“There was some variability 
between mares, but for most of 
them, we noticed that the early 
ovulatory sites were rather non¬ 
descript—very dark gray. It was 
difficult to image the structure. 

“As the ovulatory sites began 
to age, usually past the time when 
the mare should be bred, many 
of these sites became more echo- 
genic (reflecting the ultrasound

waves); the structure of the site 
was easier to delineate. With 
computer analysis, the images 
remain relatively gray until about 
eight to 10 hours after ovulation, 
at which time it becomes easier 
to ‘see’ them. 

“We concluded from this part 
of our research that computer- 
assisted image analysis does pro¬ 
vide us with a method to quan¬ 
tify or objectively look at the 
ultrasound image. The attributes 
of pre-ovulatory follicles and 
ovulatory sites did change dur¬ 
ing the intervals before and after 
ovulation, and potentially this 
could be used to determine when 
ovulation will or has occurred,” 
Carnevale concludes. 

“This technology is still in the 
development phase, but there 
are aspects that might be useful. 
When we evaluated pre-ovula¬ 
tory follicles, one of the most 
notable changes was that as a 
follicle got close to ovulating, the 


brightness of the follicular wall 
increased. Just prior to ovulation 
was when we saw changes asso¬ 
ciated with the antrum. Usually 
by this time we saw very distinc¬ 
tive change in follicle shape,” 
says Carnevale. 

Thus image analysis can also 
be helpful in determining normal 
versus abnormal follicles. 

“In a normal follicle, there is 
an increase in the echogenicity 
of the follicular wall as the mare 
becomes close to ovulation—the 
follicle has a dark antrum, and a 
gradual slope to the wall. This is 
all associated with a healthy fol¬ 
licle,” Carnevale points out. 

But sometimes a follicular 
wall is very irregular and erratic 
in appearance. There might be a 
lot of debris within the follicle. 

“If we remove the contents 
of that follicle we may find gran¬ 
ulosa cells, some blood cells and 
an oocyte that is very degenerate. 
In other instances we may find 


a follicle that does not ovulate, 
such as when a mare is given 
HCG but does not respond,” 
says Carnevale. 

She explains that there may 
be some echogenicity to the fol¬ 
licle wall, but the follicle is still 
round, and the wall appears quite 
thin. With image analysis it can 
be determined that the follicu¬ 
lar wall is quite steep and thin, 
with debris within it. In these 
instances the mare will usually 
regress the follicle instead of 
ovulating. 

“In some mares, especially 
older mares, you may see struc¬ 
tures that look like follicles that 
are trying to ovulate or have 
ovulated, but if you suck out 
the contents of that follicle, you 
will find a bloody fluid and dead 
oocyte. With image analysis we 
can see that the follicular cells are 
separating, that there is cellular 
debris and/or blood within the 
antrum of this structure,” Carne¬ 


vale continues. “It looks like the 
follicular wall has tried to break 
down but was not successful, 
and the oocyte at this time is no 
longer viable.” 

In a hemorrhagic follicle, 
there will be some fluid around 
the top and the side of the fol¬ 
licle, but the rest of the follicle 
has formed a blood clot, says 
Carnevale. 

“We feel there is great poten¬ 
tial for image analysis in evalu¬ 
ating follicular structures on a 
mare’s ovary. It can help pinpoint 
the time that ovulation occurs 
[both before and afterward] and 
hopefully in the future we can 
also use this technique to look at 
abnormal follicles and determine 
their viability,” she says. 

“If this technique gets to on- 
farm use, one of its advantages 
would be to diagnose abnor¬ 
mal follicles before we go to the 
trouble and expense of breeding 
the mare,” Carnevale explains.^

Getting to the 
winner's circle 
is worth the trip 


J ust one more time in the 
winner’s circle. 

My husband, Gibson, 
had just bought what we hoped 
was one of the best buys at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
olds in training sale. Charming 
Naskra was the slowest horse to 
go around the Timonium track, 
but his disposition matched his 
name. I was back in the race 
horse business and proudly 
proclaiming it to my dear vet. 
Dr. Tom Brown, as I sat in his 
dusty cluttered office in mid-May 
1998. 


In the past 30-plus years I 
had been in Dr. Brown’s office 
many times with sick pets, even 
though most of his doctoring 
had been with my horses. There 
was something very reassuring 
about this old veterinarian of 
83 years. He wasn’t fancy, but 
when Dr. Brown said a horse 
was going to make it—whether 
the horse was lame, so sick he 
couldn’t get up, or Dr. Brown 
was sewing up a huge gash that 
he guaranteed would heal with¬ 
out a scar—he was right 

Dr. Brown was a 1941 gradu¬ 
ate of the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania School of Veterinary

Medicine. He was born in the 
little town of Fawn Grove on 
the Pennsylvania and Maryland 
border and spent his entire life 
caring for thousands of God’s 
small and large creatures in York, 
Harford and Baltimore Counties. 
He rarely needed an x-ray of 
anything because he could just 
tell. He was a top-notch vet and 
because of his low prices, folks 
could afford to give their beloved 
pets the best care. 

It must have been difficult for 
his wife or children because he 
meant so much to so many and 
they had to share him. He had 
that rare quality of choosing to 
be a vet because he understood 
that when he helped an animal, 
it often restored the owner’s 
very being. His joy was in the 
cure—not how much money he 
made. Dr. Brown was equally 
good restoring a cow, race horse 
or stray cat. Whenever I saw his 
headlights coming down our dark 
lane in the middle of the night, I 
knew my horse was going to be 
all right. 

Dr. Brown sat there at his 
desk with those wonderful twin¬ 
kling eyes and asked me if I 
could get him in the winner’s 
circle with this new horse of 
mine—one more time. He loved 
hearing about my races, but only 
once went to Pimlico with us 
years ago when Gibson prom¬ 
ised Doc and six other friends 
a win that day. We all piled into 
our Ford LTD, pulling our allow¬ 
ance horse into the entrance of 
Pimlico, and Doc had a dusty 
winner’s circle picture in the cor¬ 
ner of his office to prove it! 

But, this new horse was just 
a 2-year-old. I don’t race horses 
until they are well into their third 
year, and Doc was 83. Before I 
left, he gave my old cat a longer 
lease on life but reminded me 
the one thing he couldn’t do was 
turn back the hands of time. I 
told him it was a deal that we 
would be in the winner’s circle 
one more time and left. I knew 
what the “one more time” meant 
and I drove home through tears. 
Time would not be on my side. 

Horses have to grow and 
develop and they do that on their 
own time. Charming Naskra was 
no exception. He was gangly and 
took time to get his act together. 
He raced twice in December of 
his third year.

of a lifetime, had just passed 
away a few days before the first 
race he attended with us at Penn 
National. Naskra didn’t do too 
well, but Doc had a good time 
asking me if I couldn’t do bet¬ 
ter than that with the horse! 
Charming Naskra wasn’t a dirt 
horse. We’d have to wait for 
spring and hopefully the turf 
would bring him to that winner’s 
circle. It would be a long wait. 

The turf at Penn National on 
June 30 brought us all together 
again with Doc asking me if I 
couldn’t do better than a third 
with that horse! Third was the 
best we did that year—we only 
raced three times. Our picture 
with Naskra that year was not in 
the winner’s circle but the stab- 
leyard for the family Christmas 
card for all to see. 

Another winter. Then I called 
Dr. Brown to ask him something 
only to find out he was in the 
hospital. I promised that “one 
more time” and prayed. Time 
waited. Doc came home. 

Spring arrived. Naskra was 
5 and getting better. Doc was 
having trouble walking. He stuck 
with us through the races where 
we “failed to menace,” were “no 
factor,” and “outrun” for sec¬ 
onds and thirds. He was still 
doing his daily office hours but 
ours was one of the few horse 
farms he attended to. At 86 he 
was concerned about being able 
to walk around at the race track 
and he was way too proud for 
a wheelchair. Wilbur Moore, a 
neighbor down the road, became 
involved as he had a wheel¬ 
chair just waiting to go to the 
races. Meanwhile, Damon and 
Heather—a young couple living 
not too far from Doc—were 


more than happy to get to go to 
the races and push Doc around 
with great dignity. He was also 
their vet and they had never 
been to the races before; all three 
seemed to keep each other laugh¬ 
ing in stitches. We made a strange 
picture pushing that wheelchair 
around the receiving barn. Thus, 
once more Doc was at Pimlico, 
but victory wasn’t to be had. We 
came in fourth. What a noise he 
made that day! As usual we all 
piled into two trucks to have a 
nice dinner someplace and cel¬ 
ebrate the fact that once more 
we shared the thrill of watch¬ 
ing our horse pound down the 
homestretch. 

On Labor Day 2001, Dela¬ 
ware Park carded one of its few 
five-furlong turf maiden special 
races for the year. The purse 
was $30,000. Naskra had run 11 
times, earning just $11,221. Did I 
ever need this race! 

Damon, Heather and Doc 
were in the stands finding a good 
spot high up for Doc. Our two 
children, Gretel and Wright, 
along with Alex, a friend, were 
with Gibson at the barn watch¬ 
ing Naskra with me when I was 
paged to go immediately to the 
office. I have no employees, but 
this year Delaware was not letting 
anyone slip by racing without 
a workers’ compensation policy. 
If I didn’t have one, I would 
not be able to race that day and 
would be fined to boot. Since it 
was Labor Day, insurance offic¬ 
es were closed. I explained my 
dilemma to the secretary, telling 
her about Dr. Brown. I just had 
to run Naskra today. She called 
around, got an agent’s cell phone 
number, and the agent agreed 
to insure me—as long as I was 


willing to put $2,000 in escrow. I 
thanked him greatly as I thought 
about how I would tell my hus¬ 
band I had just put up $2,000 so 
Naskra could run! 

What could go wrong? It was 
a beautiful day—no rain—and 
we were on the turf. I had a 
new jockey for Naskra, Jose 
Caraballo, who had never ridden 
him before. I had just written a 
check for $2,000, but was ready 
to race. Friends and acquain¬ 
tances across the U.S., from 
Maine to California and all over 
the world—Russia, Moldova, 
Ukraine, England, Australia, 
New Zealand, etc.—were root¬ 
ing for Naskra. I didn’t know it at 
the time, but my insurance agent 
was also rooting for Naskra. He 
couldn’t believe anyone would 
put up $2,000 for a policy to race 
one time. He figured that if I was 
that sure of this horse, he’d best 
bet him too! 

Then it happened. We won! 
We won! I flew onto the track. 
I know my feet didn’t hit the 
ground once as I beat everyone 
else to the winner’s circle. As I 
waited for Naskra, I remembered 
the good times in that circle and 
now I was back for “one more 
time.” Everyone arrived quick¬ 
ly—except Heather, Damon and 
Dr. Brown. The photographer 
was waiting as I explained that 
a picture could not be taken 
without my old veterinarian who 
was in a wheelchair. We waited 
so long that Jose had to get off 
Naskra to weigh out and then 
get back up on him waiting for 
the picture. We later found out 
that Heather, Damon and Doc 
had been lost in the grandstand 
trying to find the elevator. 

Time stopped. The race track 
waited. I looked up and there 
was Doc walking on his own 
into the winner’s circle with the 
biggest smile on his face. The 
camera flashed. The rest of the 
races for Delaware Park were just 
a little late that day. 

Dr. Brown continued caring 
for our horses. He was in and 
out of the hospital. That fall 
we bought three yearlings at the 
Timonium sale—two were colts. 
Doc’s grandson Scott Hemenway 
followed in his grandfather’s pro¬ 
fession and drove him over to 
geld the colts. Before long, Doc 
had dropped his cane and was 


giving orders in his usual gruff 
voice. 

I’d call and keep him posted 
when a race would come up for 
Naskra, let him know if we got 
in and then give him a blow- 
by-blow account of the results. 
Doc was getting around-the- 
clock care but would call me if 
I didn’t call him soon enough for 
a race report. I tried to talk him 
into coming to a race early last 
year but he just didn’t think he 
could, so I brought the video of 
our second win in July to show 
him. It was my turn to make the 
house calls. 

He called me last summer 
and asked if Gibson and I could 
come over and show the two vid¬ 
eos of Naskra to some people he 
was inviting over for the evening. 
When we arrived, Doc’s living 
room was full of his friends—all 
waiting to see a horse race. Some 
had never been to the races. We 
must have shown those videos 
10 times. 

Then Doc, with his eyes twin¬ 
kling, told stories about some of 
his good horses. He raised and 
showed Arabians. He asked us 
if he could keep the videos for a 
while as he still had some other 
folks to show them to. He said 
he would like to try to come to 
the races again with us; I tried to 
get in a race but we would either 
get rained out or not get in. 

Several weeks later I saw a 
race for Naskra at Pimlico and 
was hoping we’d get in. I called 
Doc to tell him we might be run¬ 
ning and his son answered. Dr. 
Brown had passed away 10 min¬ 
utes before. It was September 20, 
2003. He was 88. 

When Dr. Tom Brown set 
out to do something, he did it— 
whether it was bringing an ani¬ 
mal around, making a person feel 
special or making a difference in 
his community. 

So much of racing isn’t the 
winner’s circle. It’s all the hopes 
and dreams leading up to it. It’s 
about getting people who know 
nothing about horses interested, 
rooting and hoping. Never for¬ 
get the fun, because that’s why 
most of us got into this crazy 
business in the first place. In the 
end, it’s not the money we make 
at our jobs, but how well we do 
them, and are we having fun? 
Dr. Tom Brown reminded me of 
that fun—one more time.

L aurel Park’s Fall Festival of 
Racing, on November 15, 
was worth $816,000 in purs¬ 
es, making it the fourth biggest 
day on the 220-day Maryland 
racing calendar, trailing only the 
contests assembled around the 
Preakness, Pimlico Special and 
Maryland Million. 

The Grade 1 Frank J. De Fran¬ 
cis Memorial Dash (see accom¬ 
panying article) topped the card 
while another five stakes provid¬ 
ed horses of all ages and calibers 
a lucrative stop before the win¬ 
ter weather got the best of the 
horses, the fans and the cards. 

The Laurel Futurity and Anne 
Arundel Stakes (both Grade 3) 
and the Selima, Stefanita and 
Hail Emperor Stakes attracted 
at least eight entrants apiece 
and provided first-class perform¬ 
ances throughout the day. 

Trainer Michael Dickinson, 
who took the Dash with A Huevo, 
accounted for the Futurity with 
Winchell Thoroughbreds LLC’s 
Tapit. Under Ramon Domin¬ 
guez, the son of Pulpit over¬ 
came a rough trip to trounce his 
rivals by four and three-quarters 
lengths. Polish Rifle, winner of 
the Maryland Million Juvenile, 
finished second and Ghost 
Mountain was third. 

4 All we can say is he’s promis¬ 
ing. He’s one of 20 very promis¬ 
ing 2-year-olds and no doubt 
there’s a whole host waiting in 
the wings,” Dickinson said of 
the impending Kentucky Derby 
trail. “He’s got a lot of charac¬ 
ter. He’s Dennis the Menace. 
He’s always wanting to play; he 
doesn’t have an evil thought in 
his head.

pleasure to have around. A great 
character.” 

Verne Winchell, a longtime 
client of Dickinson’s, bought 
Tapit for $625,000 in September 
2002 at Keeneland. Winchell died 
later in the year, making Tapit the 


last horse he bought. It’s quite a 
legacy. Winchell’s son Ron and 
racing manager David Fiske con¬ 
tinue the stable and with Tapit, it 
looks to have a huge future. 

Huge futures were in the air 
on Fall Festival Day and no local 


horse looks to have a better 
one than Higgins and Bowman 
Stable’s Richetta. The daugh¬ 
ter of Polish Numbers has sys¬ 
tematically become a Maryland 
superstar. She broke her maiden 
in August, suffered her lone 
defeat on a sloppy Pimlico sur¬ 
face, and then reeled off three 
straight stakes scores. The 
$100,000 Selima Stakes was the 
latest notch in her champion¬ 
ship belt 

Sent to post as second 
choice behind Grade 2 win¬ 
ner Spectacular Moon, Richetta 
went straight to contention 
before drawing off to win by 
six and a half lengths over Bill 
Mott-trained Taittinger Rose 
and the previously undefeated 
Spectacular Moon. Ridden by 
Rick Wilson and trained by 
Robin Graham, Richetta is unde¬ 
feated at Laurel including three 
stakes scores in five weeks. 

On a similar arc as Richetta 
is Nick Sanna Stable LLC’s 
Smooth Maneuvers, who took 
the Grade 3 $100,000 Anne 
Arundel Stakes in a frontrunning 
masterpiece. The Grindstone 
filly used her inside post posi¬ 
tion to its fullest advantage and 
led every step to win by two 
and a half lengths over favorite 
Devotion Unbridled and second 
choice Alchemist (both New 
York invaders). 

Ridden by Mario Pino for 
his brother Michael, Smooth 
Maneuvers pushed her career 
mark to four-for-five. Pino (the 
trainer) claimed the Kentucky- 
bred filly for $25,000 out of her 
winning debut at Delaware Park 
in August. 

Nobody’s claiming Lucy 
Kessler’s Gazillion. The 4-year- 
old Smoke Glacken filly took 
the $75,000 Stefanita Stakes for 
her eighth career victory. Under 
Edgar Prado, Gazillion lost the 
lead to Bronze Abe in deep 
stretch but rallied again for her 
third straight victory. It was a 
Maryland-bred sweep as Bronze 
Abe finished second and Shiny 
Sheet was third. Favorite Wilzada 
faltered to finished fourth. 

Trainer Hamilton Smith gave 
Gazillion some time off after 
she won the Conniver Stakes in 
March and she’s come back bet¬ 
ter than ever. 

“She’s always shown she can 
run. The good ones let you know 
early that they can run and she

F our-year spans are reserved 
for the Olympics, presiden¬ 
tial terms and college tuition. 
For most race horses, four years 
can be a career. It certainly is 
never a layoff. 

Meet A Huevo, who took 
four years between his fourth 
and fifth career starts and then, 
yes then, became a Grade 1 win¬ 
ner. Michael Dickinson, man of 
miracles, was at the helm of A 
Huevo’s comeback, which cul¬ 
minated in a victory in the Grade 
1 Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash on November 15. 

Born in West Virginia after 
the mating of Cool Joe and the 
Baldski mare Verabald, A Huevo 
made his debut at 3 in July 1999 
at Delaware Park. He won a 
maiden claimer and returned 
three weeks later to win an allow¬ 
ance for Vincent Moscarelli. Sold 
to Mark Hopkins and moved 
to Dickinson’s care, the gelding 
won another allowance race and 
then shipped to Charles Town 


for the $150,000 West Virginia 
Breeders Classic. He won that 
but was disqualified for a prohib¬ 
ited substance. To add insult to 
injury, he returned from that race 
with chips in all four legs and an 
injured suspensory. 

That’s where the layoff began. 
It would end this summer when 
he returned to the races at age 7 
with a seventh-place finish in a 
stakes at Mountaineer. He came 
back to win an optional claimer 
at Delaware in September and 
then Dickinson took his shot. 

"After he won at Delaware, 
I said to my head man Miguel 
Piedra, "Should I go for an allow¬ 
ance or stake with A Huevo?’ 
He said, "You want to go straight 
into a graded stake,”’ Dickinson 
said. ""Once we got there, on 
Saturday morning, we thought 
he would win the race. I wasn’t 
certain I was going to win three 
weeks out because I didn’t know 
I was going to get there.” 


Ridden by Ramon Domin¬ 
guez, A Huevo was shuffled 
back to last after getting pinched 
at the break. He circled the field 
and ran down odds-on favor¬ 
ite Shake You Down to win by 
one and three-quarters lengths. 
Second choice Gators N Bears, 
the only 3-year-old in the race, 
finished third. 

It was the first Grade 1 win 
for Dominguez and just another 
miracle job by Dickinson. Best 
known for winning his second 
Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl with Da 
Hoss off of one prep race after 
a two-year layoff, Dickinson was 
even happier with his latest trick. 

""It’s one of the few moments 
of your lifetime that we did 
things right. We always believed 
he was a good horse. They don’t 
cost a whole lot in the field and 
what do you do with a gelding?” 
Dickinson said. ""It’s always frus¬ 
trating. Every morning in the 
barn is frustrating. Things never 
go right all the time. He was off 


four years and it was a Grade 
1. It was slighdy more personal 
satisfaction for me because it was 
a dirt sprint. We’ve been labeled 
as a turf trainer and then we win 
a dirt sprint, so there was great 
personal satisfaction.” 

Dickinson did nothing with 
A Huevo for two years after the 
Charles Town debacle. Although 
he was brought back in 2001, the 
comeback was aborted quickly. 

""Most of the time he was out 
in the field. We brought him back 
and he wasn’t moving well and 
he wasn’t doing very well and he 
went a little bit off so we gave 
him another year off,” Dickinson 
said. ""We didn’t completely break 
him down. When you’re training 
a horse and he’s not moving well, 
you’re not going anywhere. You 
have to say, three more gallops or 
three more breezes and it could 
be serious.” 

Dickinson tried again in 
2002 and the comeback didn’t 
take again. A Huevo spent time 
on Kevin Lamb our n’s farm in 
Delaware and Glenn Loatman’s 
farm in Pennsylvania. Twenty- 
four-hour turn-out was part of 
his rehabilitation plan and so 
was a whole lot of patience and 
belief. 

""This year we had six weeks 
cantering in him and we gave 
him one breeze. He breezed well 
but the next day we jogged him 
up and he was lame,” Dickinson 
said. ""Mark said give him away to 
a good home. So that was that. 
A month later, he called up and 
said, "Did you manage to find a 
good home for A Huevo?’ 

""Joan [assistant trainer Joan 
Wakefield] said, "No, he’s still in 
training. He’s had four breezes.’ 
He said, "I’ve heard of trainers 
hiding works from dockers but 
I’ve never heard of a trainer hid¬ 
ing a work from an owner.’ ” 

Hopkins usually travels from 
his home in Saratoga to watch 
A Huevo breeze, which unfortu¬ 
nately won’t happen again. For a 
while anyway. A Huevo exited the 
De Francis with another injury. 
Not that Dickinson is worried. 

""He’s got a litde sprain of the 
tendon,” Dickinson said. "We’re 
going to give him six months. 
Hopefully we’ll go for one allow¬ 
ance race at Delaware and then 
the Breeders’ Cup Sprint.” 

Whether that’s in 2004 or 
2007 remains to be seen.

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did that She’s big and you have 
to watch yourself with speed 
horses that are as big as she is,” 
Smith said. “We had to give her 
some time off to take care of 
some small physical problems so 
I was a little concerned coming 
back quick and only having one 
race under her belt She fought 
back and outgamed that other 
horse. She’s never run a bad race 
for us. She always gives every¬ 
thing she can. She’s as good as 
any around here.” 

Last Intention put in his 
claim for that title (long dirt divi¬ 
sion) when he upset Toccet in 
the Hail Emperor Stakes. Part of 
a three-pronged attack by owner 
Mike Gill, Last Intention sat off 
Toccet’s pace before rallying to 
win the $50,000 stakes by a nose. 
Quiet Gratitude, the longest shot 
on the board at 43-1, finished 
third. Abel Castellano rode Last 
Intention, whom trainer Mark 
Shuman claimed for $50,000 on 
Gill’s behalf in February. 

Seven days after the official 
Fall Festival, Nick and Michael 
Petro had their own festival. 
The brothers teamed up to win 
the Northern Dancer Stakes 
on November 22 with Tim 
Cunningham’s I ronton. Nick 
Petro guided the son of Not 
For Love for his brother Michael 
to win the 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred stakes by a nose over James 
and Conservation. 

Ironton was second in three 
Maryland stakes in 2002—the 
Laurel Futurity-G3, Maryland 
Juvenile Championship and 
Maryland Million Nursery. 



Petro gave Ironton three 
months off last summer and he’s 
rewarded the trainer with two 
straight victories. 

“He’s been so close in his 
races that it was nice for him to 


get his nose in front,” Michael 
Petro said. “Nicky and I have 
been together since we started, 
maybe 18 years ago. We work 
together every morning and 
he rides everything I train. He 


started a year or two before me 
when I was working in the barn 
as an assistant. When we started 
doing well we put our money 
together and kept on getting 
better horses.” 

One of those is Lyracist, 
whom Michael Petro bought as 
a yearling for Cunningham. On 
November 30 the Petros com¬ 
bined to win a $36,000 allow¬ 
ance feature with the veteran. At 
age 7, Lyracist pushed his career 
mark to ll-for-59 with earnings 
of $484,486. 

“He’s been good to me. 
He’s won all his money for us,” 
Michael Petro said. “Every year 
he steps up and runs one or two 
nice races.” 

Michael Petro credits hard 
work for the success that he and 
his brother share. 

“Nicky and I have done pret¬ 
ty well together here and there 
over the years. We won a Grade 
3 at Gulfstream, a $250,000 at 
Suffolk. Nothing as far as Grade 
1 or 2, but we get one or two 
stakes a year,” Michael Petro 
said. “Both of us are there pretty 
much every morning. If one of 
us has to do something else, the 
J other one is there to help. He’s 
incredible about being there 
every day and that means a lot 
to me. To have somebody there 
every day is everything. The 
good days make it all worth it. 
We have a place in Delaware so 
we drive up and back together. It 
was a great drive home.” 


DELAWARE 
PARK MEET 
WAS ONE FOR 
THE RECORD 
BOOKS

H istory was made, in more 
ways than one, at the 2003 
Delaware Park meet that 
concluded November 9. 

Jockey Ramon Dominguez 
set single-season records for 
both wins and purse earnings, 
checking in with 254 victories 
(bettering the old mark of 218, 
set in 1997) and $5,847,699 
in purses (topping the former 
record of $4,891,815 set in 
2001). Dominguez had 98 more 
wins than second-place finisher 
Roberto Alvarado Jr. Tony Black 
was third with 96 wins. 

Scott Lake also had a record¬ 
setting meet, tightening the girth 
on 115 winners, eclipsing the old 
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mark of 87 winners set in 2001. 
Mike Pino was second with 
99 victories, and Allen Iwinski 
recorded 76. 

The winner of the own¬ 
ers’ tide, with 32 victories, was 
Richard Englander, a 44-year- 
old stock trader from Scarsdale, 
N.Y., who currendy ranks sec¬ 
ond in the nation by number of 
wins and who earned an Eclipse 
Award as the nation’s outstand¬ 
ing owner for 2002. 

Last season at Delaware, 
Englander employed a number 
of trainers, including Allen Iwin¬ 
ski, Scott Lake, Michael Pino, 
Kiaran McLaughlin and Scott 
Hansen. 


Heading Englander’s Dela¬ 
ware contingent was Devon 
Rose, a now 5-year-old daughter 
of Devongate who won four 
straight races (three at Delaware 
Park) last year, including the 
Obeah and Summer King 
Stakes, before running fourth in 
the Delaware Handicap-G2. She 
was trained by Iwinski. 

Most of Englander’s horses 
competed in the claiming and 
allowance ranks. 

Owner Nick Sanna also had 
a highly successful meet. When 
the last race was in the record 
books, Sanna had watched his 
Mike Pino-trained horses win 30 
races, two fewer than Englander.

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And that was with just over half 
the number of starts. 

Sanna, a 52-year-old Wilming¬ 
ton native who owns a roof¬ 
ing business, worked odd jobs 
at Delaware Park while going to 
school, including sweeping down 
the stands after the races. 

“That was when they used 
to get like 10,000 people a day, 
around 1968 and 1969,” said 
Sanna. “I also used to work with 
one of the old tip sheets. I used 
to say ‘one of these days maybe 
I could be one of these guys rac¬ 
ing horses.’” 

It was not until he was in 
his late 40s that he realized his 
dream. He started to buy horses 
in 1999 and enjoyed modest suc¬ 
cess his first few years. Things 
changed dramatically after he 
hired Pino as a trainer. 

“I started watching Pino and 
I noticed he was a family kind of 
guy and I liked the presentation 
of his horses when they came 
up for a race,” Sanna said. “I 
gave him a yearling I had bought 
that got hurt, and he began to 
train her. It just took off from 
there and it’s worked out a lot 
better than I could have ever 
imagined.” 

A tough-as-nails campaign¬ 
er in the lower claiming ranks, 
David Nunn’s Call Fiorello, 
finished the season tied with 
Piccolo Honey as the meet’s 
winningest horses, with six wins 
each. 

Call Fiorello won his final 
six starts of the meet to equal

the record for most consecutive 
wins by a horse at Delaware 
Park, sharing the honor with 
Light Hearted (1972), Kiss My 
Tan (1988) and Whomsoever 
Proud (1997). 

At age 8, Call Fiorello, a 
Florida-bred son of Caller I. D., 
launched his streak on July 30, 
the day trainer Michael Pino and 
owner Three of a Kind Stables 
claimed him from trainer James 
Taglianetti and Silver Bullet 
Racing and Fleet Stable. His new 
connections sent him out for 
his next five scores, all against 
$5,000 claiming company. After 
his final win on October 28, he 
was claimed by owner/trainer 
David Nunn. Call Fiorello’s 2003 
Delaware Park campaign encom¬ 
passed six wins, a second and a 
third from 10 starts, for earnings 
of $48,430. 


Not to be outdone, Piccolo 
Honey had six wins, a second, 
and a third from nine starts with 
earnings of $92,560. A daugh¬ 
ter of Afternoon Deelites, 4- 
year-old Piccolo Honey changed 
hands five times during the meet. 
She scored in allowance com¬ 
pany in her final Delaware outing 
of the year. 

Stan Stefanski’s Vogue Girl 
stayed unbeaten with her victory 
in the $100,000 Blue Hen Stakes 
on November 1. With Roberto 
Alvarado up, the 2-year-old 
daughter of Souvenir Copy won 
by three-quarters of a length 
over From Away, the 9-5 favor¬ 
ite. Quiet Down was third. 

Trained by Allen Iwinski, 
Vogue Girl led from start to fin¬ 
ish, and was timed in 1:38.81 for 
the mile over a fast main track. 
Her record stands at three wins 


from as many starts, with earn¬ 
ings of $100,200. 

With the end of the meet, 
the jockey colony dispersed to 
tracks up and down the East 
Coast Helen Vanek, who com¬ 
pleted the season as one of only 
two full-time women riders, along 
with Alison Hershbell, indicated 
she was heading to the warmer 
climate of Florida and Tampa 
Bay Downs. Rodrigo Madrigal 
g Jr., who enjoyed a banner season, 
£ winning 81 races after making 
1 the transition from Philadelphia 
| Park, also said he was heading 
to Florida but planned to ride at 
Philadelphia until the Gulfstream 
Park meet opened in January. 

William Hollick, who had 
a cameo role in the movie 
Seabiscuit , also moved his tack to 
Philadelphia Park this winter, as 
did Tony Black, who is currendy 
Philadelphia Park’s all-time lead¬ 
ing rider by wins. 

When the final numbers 
were in the record books, Dela¬ 
ware Park handle figures were 
down from last year. 

Average daily handle on 
Delaware Park racing (both live 
on-track and simulcast-out) was 
$1,929,438—a decrease of 3.76 
percent compared to 2002. 

Total handle on Delaware 
Park racing (live on-track and 
simulcast-out) for the 141 -day 
meet was $272,050,756, down 
3.76 percent. 


MEAD0WLANDS 
POSTS STRONG 
FIGURES FOR 
ABBREVIATED 
FALL MEET

A short but sweet 28-day meet 
concluded on November 
8 at Meadowlands, and 
management of the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Authority 
was satisfied with the final num¬ 
bers of both attendance and 
handle, which reflected gains 
over 2002. 

“Bucking the national trend, 
we were able to put up some 
nice numbers this meet,” said 
Robert Kulina, vice-president for 
Thoroughbred racing. “It was a 
short meet but one that the fans 
embraced and that was evident 
by the handle numbers.” 

Total handle, which includes 
on-track and wagering on the 


Meadowlands races at simulcast 
locations, averaged $2,086,140 
during the period that was com¬ 
parable to the dates in 2002, an 
increase of 18.7 percent. The 
on-track portion of that handle 
averaged $407,389, equal to the 
previous year. 

Attendance at the meet was 
up 6 percent over comparable 
dates in 2002 with an average 
of 4,274. Field size was up 1.5 
percent for an average of 7.75 
horses per race. 

“When you look around at 
what other race tracks are report¬ 
ing, we’re doing average to above 
average,” said Bruce Garland, 
senior vice-president of racing. 


“All in all, we’ve done better than 
last year. I thought the combined 
Thoroughbred season [both 
Monmouth and Meadowlands] 
was excellent.” 

Meet-end awards went to 
Eddie Broome, top owner and 
trainer, and Chuck C. Lopez, 
who picked up his second riding 
title, adding to the one he cap¬ 
tured in 1979 as an apprentice. 

Broome, who was leading 
conditioner at Meadowlands in 
1997, 1998 and 2000, won 13 
races and had eight seconds and 
seven thirds from 39 starters, 
earning $117,120. 

Behind Broome were Teresa 
Pompay and Linda Rice, both 
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Out of DARIEN MISS, multiple graded 
stakes winner of $600,409 (Churchill Downs 
Breeders’ Cup H-G3, Louisville Breeders’ Cup 
S-G3, Golden Rod S, Edgewood S and foul* 
other stakes).

“I told Eddie that was a real 
bold statement, but Eddie said 
that at this time in his career he’s 
a litde more on his game than his 
father was,” said Durso. 

Frisky Spider took the lead 
out of the gate and never looked 
back, winning by four and a half 
lengths after covering the five 
and a half furlongs over a track 
labeled “good” in 1:03.87.

PHILADELPHIA 
PARK TRAINER 
OVERCOMES 
ODDS—IN MORE 
WAYS THAN ONE 

LINDA DOUGHERTY 


W hen life tossed him lem¬ 
ons, Guadalupe Guer¬ 
rero made lemonade. The 
native of Jalisco, Mex., has expe¬ 
rienced several instances of very 
bad luck, but has put adversity 
behind him to become one of 
the highest percentage trainers at 
Philadelphia, currendy winning 
at a 22 percent rate. 


A former assistant to train¬ 
ers Danny Lopez and Walter 
Reese, Guerrero was compelled 
to open his own public stable 
because of his dedication to his 
four children, who range in age 
from 17 to 6. Guerrero’s 13-year- 
old son, Ryan, requires the most 
care, as he is paralyzed and in a 
wheelchair. 

“When you work for some¬ 
one, they don’t understand if 
you have to leave to take care of 
your children,” said Guerrero, 
who recently saddled Kathleen 
McGee and Jeffrey Matty’s Sister 
Breeze to victory at Philadelphia 
on November 25 in a six and a 
half-furlong race. “Now that I’m 
my own boss, I can do the things 
I need to do.” 

A typical day for Guerrero 
includes arriving at the barn 
before dawn to attend to his 
seven horses, then heading 
home to get his children ready 
for school. Once the homefront 


is setded, he returns to the race 
track to complete the morning’s 
business. 

Guerrero assumed the care 
of his children when his ex-wife 
was unable to do so because of 
health issues. He’s thankful that 
he’s alive to meet the challenge. 

Several years ago, as he was 
unloading straw, a bale hit him in 
the head and knocked him out. 
Afterwards, doctors discovered 
he had a brain tumor that was 
totally unrelated to the injury. 
Unfortunately for Guerrero, he 
suffered an infection while being 
treated at Jefferson Hospital in 
Philadelphia, and an overnight 
stay turned into a 30-day ordeal. 

Guerrero came through that 
physical challenge, however, and 
is now focused on being the best 
father he can for his children. . . 
and winning races. 

“I thank God for my kids,” 
he said. “They mean everything 


in the world to me. They are a 
blessing.” 

Lou Albertrani has gone 
down in the history books as the 
trainer of Ernie Paragallo’s Artax, 
winner of the 1999 Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl at Gulfstream Park 
and that year’s Eclipse Award¬ 
winning sprinter. Since parting 
ways with Paragallo, Albertrani 
and his wife, Denise, have been 
domiciled at Delaware Park with 
a small stable of horses, and on 
November 11 he found the win¬ 
ner’s circle at Philadelphia Park 
when Verrill Farm Stable’s Old 
Ironsides broke his maiden in 
a $19,000 maiden special weight 
for 2-year-olds at a mile and a 
sixteenth. 

Under leading rider Stewart 
Elliott, the gray son of Rubiano— 
Sister Two, by *Gallant Man, was 
reserved in fourth position early, 
then looped the field and came 
into the stretch four-wide before

Someday Farm’s Smarty 
Jones turned in one of the most 
impressive performances by a 
juvenile at Philadelphia Park in 
the last decade when he romped 
to a 15-length victory in the 
$56,100 Pennsylvania Nursery 
Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds on 
November 22. 

Trained by John Servis 
and ridden by Stewart Elliott, 
the chestnut son of Elusive 
Quality—I’ll Get Along, by 
Smile, took the lead from the 
start in the seven-furlong test, 
and sped through fractions of 
:21.88 and :44.20 before coming 
into the stretch and completing 
six furlongs in a swift 1:08.67. 

Rather than getting leg-weary, 
Smarty Jones had plenty left for 
the last furlong, easily flashing 
under the wire in 1:21.88 under a 
snug hold by Elliott. 

Servis said that Smarty Jones 
suffered severe injuries in a start¬ 
ing gate mishap and that he was a 
longshot to even make the races. 

"We were schooling him in 
the gate and he reared up and 


smashed his head,” said Servis. 
"He was lying on the ground and 
we thought he was dead. He had 
fractured some bones around his 
eye socket and his sinus cavity, 
and there was a bloody trail all 
the way back to our barn. 

"We sent him to the New 
Jersey Equine Clinic and fortu¬ 
nately after a lot of work he was 
able to start his racing career,” 
said Servis. 

Servis indicated that Smarty 
Jones would be given the rest of 
the year off, then brought back 
in January to begin his 3-year-old 
campaign. 

Trainer George Brown 

and his wife, Arlene, can truly 
be called "road warriors.” The 
couple load their trailer at their 
Briar Hill Farm in Rehoboth, 
Mass., then hit the highway at 
3 a.m. for the five-hour drive 
to Philadelphia Park. After the 
horses they have entered that day 
have raced and are cooled out, 
the Browns load them back onto 
the trailer for the return trip to 
Massachusetts. 

Brown, currently chairman of 
the Massachusetts Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, said the 


C harles Town Races’s 70th 
anniversary conjures up 
many images. 

Derived from humble begin¬ 
nings, the Jefferson County, 
W.Va., race track officially 
opened on Saturday, December 
2, 1933. The original owners 
spent approximately $160,000, a 
grandiose sum during the height 
of the Depression, to realize 
their dream. Charles Town 
became the first northern race 
track to operate during the win¬ 
ter season. Horses, jockeys and 
patrons battled the harsh condi¬ 
tions, as creature comforts were 
minimal. 

Owner Albert Boyle oversaw 
the daily operation of the track, 
which he acquired from his 
brother Joseph. The races were 
conducted as the Shenandoah 
Valley Jockey Club. 

On opening day the first race 
field was sent away from a walk- 
up start. Odds were posted man¬ 
ually and calculated using a slide 
rule. The grandstand overflowed 


with onlookers proclaiming "it’s 
the only game in town.” Even 
with all of its frailties, winter rac¬ 
ing would stand the test of time 
and eventually prosper. 

Over the next few decades, 
notables such as Hall of Fame 
trainers Frank Whiteley and 
Sonny Hine plied their trade 
here. The advent of local train 
service allowed patrons from 
neighboring Baltimore to fre¬ 
quent the races, stimulating the 
tracks’ attendance and handle. 
Often the post time of the first 
race was adjusted to coincide 
with the train’s arrival. 

In 1952, Bill Hartack emerged 
on the Charles Town backstretch, 
preparing the foundation for his 
Hall of Fame career. He would 
go on to win five Kentucky 
Derbies, three Preakness Stakes, 
one Belmont and 4,272 races. 

The 1960s were witness to 
dramatic changes. In 1960, the 
grandstand and clubhouse were 
heated and enclosed. FBI direc¬ 
tor J. Edgar Hoover became a 


closing of Suffolk Downs this 
fall and winter forced him to 
haul his horses to Pennsylvania 
in order to race competitively. 

"Actually, Aqueduct is closer 
to my farm, but my horses fit 
at Philadelphia Park,” he said. 
"The drive isn’t bad at all, and 
we’ve been making the trip on 
weekends, so we have a week 
to recover. Arlene and I also 
do plenty of work on my farm, 
where I stand four stallions

Brown has been involved in 
racing since 1946, when he start¬ 
ed as a hotwalker at old Lincoln 
Downs in Rhode Island. Both he 
and Arlene are former teachers; 
Arlene taught high school math 
for 39 years, while Brown taught 
junior high school science. ^ 


Charles Town regular, while John 
F. Kennedy and wife Jackie made 
an appearance during his run for 
the Presidency. 

Also during the ’60s, night 
racing was introduced to the local 
scene. Jockey Jesse Davidson 
benefited from the time change 
and in 1965 led the nation in 
wins. 

Possibly the most memorable 
and controversial event in racing 
annals occurred on February 22, 
1969, when Barbara Jo Rubin 
became the first female jockey to 
win a parimutuel race in the U.S. 
At the tender age of 19, Barbara 
Jo probably never envisioned 
the full impact of that historic 
evening.

Fame’s Sam Huff. Onion Juice 
won the inaugural running of 
the Classic in 1987 and in so 
doing captured the state’s first 
$100,000 race. Lillian (Mitch) 
Kuykendall, recognized as one 
of the most competent female 
jockeys nationally, won four con¬ 
secutive runnings of the coveted 
race. 

The closed circuit boxing 
match between Thomas Hearns 
and Sugar Ray Leonard in the 
’80s drew a crowd of more than 
21,000 to the track. 

But the boom of the ’80s 
gave way to despair in the ’90s. 
Declining quality of horses, 
competition from neighboring 
jurisdictions, and the inability to 
draw patrons created a down¬ 
ward spiral. In 1995, the race 
track was placed on the market. 

Charles Town found its sav¬ 
ior in Penn National Gaming, 
Inc. Banking on a referendum to 
allow for video lottery terminals, 
PNGI purchased the track for 
$16 million. On September 10, 
1997, the first VLT went into 
operation and live racing started 
on the comeback trail. 

With the infusion of money 
from slot machines, racing has 
catapulted into the mainstream 
in the Mid-Adantic region. The 
addition of simulcast theaters, a 
new paddock, barns and elevated 
purse structure all have com¬ 
bined to cast Charles Town in a 
bright light. 

Averaging over nine start¬ 
ers per race and with a daily 
purse distribution in excess of 
$140,000, Charles Town now 
attracts some of the East Coast’s 
best trainers, horses and jockeys. 

Charles Town-based train¬ 
er David Walters earned his 
1,000th career victory when 
he saddled Southern Cure to a 
claiming race win at his home 
track on November 15. Walters, 
46, scored his first training vic¬ 
tory at Charles Town in the sum¬ 
mer of 1979. 

“My first winner was a horse 
named Will John,” Walters said. 
“Like Southern Cure, he was 
a claiming horse. Most of the 
horses I’ve trained are claimers. 
One difference now is that it’s 
harder to keep a horse in your 
barn at Charles Town. Because of 
the great purses and the claiming 
rule we have here, everybody’s 
looking for more horses.”

Walters is speaking of the 
claiming rule at Charles Town 
that does not require a horse be 
raised in company when mak¬ 
ing his first start for new con¬ 
nections. This allows a claimed 
horse to start for the same price 
for which he was claimed. The 
track also has plenty of appeal 
for horsemen because of its 
purse structure, which has seen 
remarkable increases since the 
arrival of slot machines. 

“It’s mostly still the same 
place, though/ 7 Walters said. 
'When I started out, I worked all 
day at the barn. It’s the same now. 
I learned about horses from my 
father [Charles]. My two brothers 
[John and Henry] are trainers on 
the Maryland circuit. 

"My dad owned horses and he 
also owned a produce business. I 
worked around both. My wife’s 
[late] father, Robert Hilton, is a 
legend at Charles Town. I wound 
up shipping here in 1982 and this 
is where I’ve been since. We race 
year-round at Charles Town. 77 



David Walters celebrated his 
1,000th victory as a trainer. 


Walters and his wife, Ellen, 
have two daughters—Samantha, 
a teacher at a local high school; 
and Vanessa, who attends junior 
high. 


"We have a nice place here, 77 
the trainer said. "There’s no need 
to look anywhere else. 77 

Since 1979, Walters-trained 
runners have earned $5.8 mil¬ 
lion. He has saddled a total of 
10 stakes winners. The most 
prodigious moneymaker from 
these horses was Longfield Star, 
who piled up over $250,000 in 
purses. 

As of the night he earned his 
1,000th victory, Walters had sad¬ 
dled 5,394 starters. Impressive 
numbers, to be sure. But he has 
a long way to go to catch up with 
his father-in-law in number of 
victories. Hilton saddled more 
than 2,500 winners at Charles 
Town. 

"I learned a lot from him, 77 
Walters said. "A super horseman. 
Richard Du trow Sr. was another 
very good horseman I’ve worked 
around. His son [Tony] is an 
excellent trainer. Very dedicated. 

"Charles Town does have 
tight turns and it does take a 
little getting used to for the 


horses. But once they adapt, they 
are fine. The problem is, I can’t 
get used to the ones I have 
because they don’t stay around 
long enough. No horse sticks its 
head in the same feed tub longer 
than a week. 

"My attitude about training 
is not to overdo it with rac¬ 
ing my horses. I don’t like to 
run something back in, say, two 
weeks. I like to space their races 
more than that. But with the way 
the claiming game works around 
here. . . I’m sure not winning as 
many races as I used to. Other 
guys who play the claiming box 
run their horses back faster than 
me; they want to get it while 
they can. It’s just part of the 
game now 

"Southern Cure was claimed 
off me the night she won, when 
I got my 1,000th career win. 
I wasn’t surprised. But I will 
remember the horse, sure.” *

L ovely Afternoon, a rare

$45,000 Top Flight Stakes and 
fourth in the $100,000 Arling¬ 
ton-Washington Lassie-G3 
at Arlington Park for trainer 
Anthony Mitchell. 

She lived up to her heavy 
favoritism, lagging in seventh 
early before collaring leader 
Prudencia at the head of the 
stretch and drawing off as much 
the best, covering the six furlongs 
in 1:12.64. Prudencia, owned by 
the Woodvale Farm of Charles 
and Luisita Cup rill and trained 
by Charles Cuprill, was second, 
while Mark J. Rosen and Ron 


Glorioso’s Fire Emblem, trained 
by Glorioso, was third. 

The winner’s share of $32,070 
increased Lovely Afternoon’s 
career earnings to $63,117. 

Longtime Thoroughbred 
owners Dave and Clara Kenney 
are mourning the loss of their 
gallant campaigner Sportin’ 
Griff, a 10-year-old son of 
Sportin’ Life whose life tragi¬ 
cally came to an end when he 
broke down at Penn National 
on October 18. The gelding had 
made 146 lifetime starts, 145 of 
them at Penn National, and won 
his final race on September 20. 

"He had a big, big heart,” 
said Dave Kenney. "He wasn’t 
the fastest horse but he would 
try hard every single race. For 
a horse with his ability to win 
over $100,000, it was quite a 
feat. Along the way he certainly 
attracted a number of fans and 
when he won we had everybody 
in the winner’s circle. We were 
pleased to have Chris Baker ride 
Griffie for many of his wins, 
especially his last one. We had 
planned to retire him but he ran 
so well that night and continued 


to train well so we continued on 
until his tragic accident.” 

A spring chicken, he’s not. 
Jockey Gilbert Capaccetti, 
who’ll turn 60 in 2004, showed 
he’s still got plenty of moxie in the 
saddle when he braved extremely 
rainy and sloppy conditions the 
night of November 19 and guid¬ 
ed the Paul Bonaventura-owned 
and trained Bidders Out to vic¬ 
tory in the second race, a five 
and a half-furlong sprint. 

A native of San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, Capaccetti has made the 
most of limited riding opportu¬ 
nities at Penn National, and at 
his base at Philadelphia Park. 

The closure of Suffolk 
Downs for the fall/winter and 
an uncertain start-up date in the 
spring sent veteran jockey Taylor 
Hole to Penn National, where 
he immediately began winning 
races. 

Through racing of November 
28, Hole has recorded nine wins, 
eight seconds and eight thirds 
from 53 starts, good for 13th in 
the jockeys’ standings. ^ 
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Coming to Pennsylvania in 2004

Trainer 
Michael 
Matz 
aims for 
the stars 

by Bill Finley 


B y any definition, trainer 
Michael Matz had an 
above average year in 2003. 
Through the first week of Dec¬ 
ember, he had won 22 races, 
seven of them stakes, including 
the Grade 1 Secretariat at Ar¬ 
lington Park. It’s not that he’s 
displeased with that, it’s just that 
he’s never going to be satisfied 
with being anything less than 
one of the best among his pro¬ 
fession. 

Matz, 52, knows what it feels 
like to be at the top of your 
game. He was among the most 
accomplished show jumping rid¬ 
ers in the country throughout 
much of the 1970s, ’80s and ’90s 
and earned a team silver medal 
at the 1996 Olympics in Atlanta. 
He’s tasted it before and wants 
it again in Thoroughbred racing. 
Based on the steady progress he 
has made in his second career, he 
seems to be on his way. 

“When you are showing, you 
want to go to the Olympics,” 
said Matz, who winters at Palm 
Beach Downs and has horses at 
Fair Hill and Delaware Park the 
rest of the year. “If you go to the 
Olympics once, you want to go 
twice. If you go twice, you want 
to go three times. I was lucky 
enough to do that. Now, we won 
our first Grade 1 race this year. 
Obviously, we’d love to win a 
Kentucky Derby, a Breeders’ 
Cup race. I’m sure when you win 
one Breeders’ Cup, you want to 


have a champion. The list goes 
on from there. I don’t want to 
get my stable any bigger, but now 
we want to get the quality horses. 
Everybody wants to have a barn 
with 50 stakes horses. That’s 
what everyone is looking for.” 

Matz appeared in his first 
Olympics in 1976, beginning 
a 24-year run as one of this 
country’s most successful eques¬ 
trians. By the time he retired 


just before the 2000 Olympics in 
Sydney, Australia, he had com¬ 
piled a resume packed with high¬ 
lights and accomplishments. He 
was awarded the United States 
Equestrian Team show jumping 
championship trophy an unprec¬ 
edented six times, appeared in 
three Olympics and four Pan Am 
games. Matz also rode in three 
World Championships where he 
won a team gold medal, as well 


as team and individual bronze 
medals. And he had the honor 
of carrying the American flag 
during the closing ceremonies of 
the 1996 Olympic games. 

In 1989, he made news for a 
very different reason. Matz was 
aboard United Airlines Flight 
232 en route from Denver to 
Chicago when it crashed while 
trying to make an emergency 
landing at the Sioux City, Iowa,

airport. A total of 112 people 
were killed, while 184 survived. 
Because Matz helped save two 
small children, he was named 
“Man of the Week" by ABC 
News. 

Less than two weeks later, he 
competed in the USET Show 
Jumping Championship and 
won. For the next seven years, 
he was still among the best in his 
field, but was already contem¬ 
plating a future beyond show 
jumping. He knew he couldn’t 
stay at the top forever. 

“They call it aging," he said. 
“I didn’t want to get stuck stand¬ 
ing in the middle of a show ring 
teaching lessons the rest of my 
life." 

So in 1996, the same year he 
earned the team silver medal in 
the Olympics, he set up shop as 
a trainer. At the very least, horse 
racing ran in his family. He is 
married to the former D.D. Alex¬ 
ander, whose family is a rich part 
of the history of legendary King 
Ranch. He brought with him 
Jimmy Herring, who worked 
with him during his equestrian 


years and hired him to be his 
assistant. They had three horses 
and a few things to learn. 

“When you go into a differ¬ 
ent field, there are things that 
are done a little bit differently," 
Matz said. “I’m sure I made mis¬ 
takes. That’s what happens when 
there is a learning curve; you are 
going to make mistakes. You try 
to not make them again. With 
the horsemanship part, it has to 
be done in a quicker time with 
the race horses. With the show 
horses, you had all day and can 
take your time." 

Making just one start in 1996, 
his stable picked up the next year 
when he won five races from 23 
starters. Things were a bit slow 
over the next couple of years 
as he won just 13 races in 1998 
and 1999 combined and none 
of them were stakes. It was a 
humbling experience for some¬ 
one who was used to so much 
success. 

“We were at the bottom of 
the barrel," he said. “I can always 
remember going to the shows 
and saying, ‘I can ride as well 


as that person, he just has a lot 
better horse than I do.’ It was 
a challenge. I had to find a way 
to get those good horses. It was 
the same situation with this. I 
thought that I can do the same 
things these other guys can do. 
I just have to find a way to get 
better horses. That’s just my com¬ 
petitive nature. I wouldn’t say 
I was down on it. I just had to 
find a way to do it. To have this 
challenge in front of me was 
exciting." 

One of the problems was 
that Matz was trying to do too 
much at once. 

“I was doing both [the show 
horses and the race horses] for 
about three years," he said. “My 
showing sort of got reduced, 
but I was still trying to do both 
and it was physically impossible 
to do everything I was trying to 
do. My wife and I were living 
in Collegeville, Pa., and it was a 
good hour drive every morning 
back and forth to the barn. That 
made things pretty difficult" 

Once he began devoting his 
full attention to his race horses. 


the results were immediate. In 
2000, he won his first stakes race, 
capturing the $75,000 Rosenna 
at Delaware Park with his wife's 
Camella, who would go on to 
win two more stakes that year. 
Matz won 26 races in 2000, 
including five stakes, and his sta¬ 
ble earned $984,450. He enjoyed 
another big season in 2002, win¬ 
ning a career best 36 races. His 
stable sent out Grade 3 winner 
Saint Marden and stakes winner 
Bowman’s Band, who placed in 
four graded stakes, including a 
second in the Grade 1 Oaklawn 
Handicap. 

Owners started noticing, 
including some who had part¬ 
nered with him in the show 
jumping world. 

“I’ve been very lucky with 
the owners I’ve had," he said. 
“I can’t say enough about how 
supportive everyone has been. 
There were a lot of people with 
the show horses that have been 
behind me and trust me and 
that’s a real plus." 

He took his stable to anoth¬ 
er level last year. Kicken Kris, 
owned by Brushwood Stable and 
a $400,000 yearling purchase, was 
the star. A bust on the dirt, the 
son of Kris S. was a new horse 
the second Matz switched him 
to the grass. He broke his maiden 
in March at Gulfstream and went 
on to win the Secretariat and the 
Grade 3 Lawrence Realization at 
Belmont Matz also won stakes 
last year with multiple graded 
winner Political Attack, Bow¬ 
man’s Band and From Away, 
which helped him compile more 
than $1.6 million in earnings for 
the year, a career best. 

He has nearly 50 horses under 
his care and has more quality 
than he has had before. 

“In show horses, when you’re 
riding all week, you can ride in 
the preliminary and intermediate 
classes, but people want to see 
you there on the weekends, on 
Saturday and Sunday in the big 
classes," Matz said. “It’s the same 
thing with the race horses. You 
can win all the claiming races you 
want, but the weekends are when 
you want to be seen. We want 
the type of horses who can run 
in the big races on the weekends. 
I’m happy with the progress 
we’ve made over the six years 
I’ve been doing this. Hopefully, 
things are on their way." W

PREAKNESS WINNER 
LOUIS QUATORZE TO 
MURMUR FARM 



L ouis Quatorze, winner of 
the 1996 Preakness Stakes- 
Gl, has been purchased 
by Allen and Audrey Murray to 
stand at their Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Md. 

A stud fee of $6,000 has 
been set for the strikingly hand¬ 
some 11-year-old stallion who 
is currently being syndicated 
at $15,000 per share. A former 
Ashford Stud shuttle stallion, 
Louis Quatorze stood last season 
for $10,000. 

Louis Quatorze entered stud 
in 1998 after distinguishing him¬ 
self over three seasons on the 
track. From 18 career starts, he 
won seven times, with five sec¬ 
onds and a third, for earnings of 
$2,054,434. 

Showing promise at 2, Louis 
Quatorze finished second in the 
Grade 1 Hopeful Stakes to Hen- 
nessy, while defeating champion 
Maria’s Mon, and was runner-up 
to Maria’s Mon in the Futurity 
Stakes-Gl, with Honour and 
Glory third. He was weighted 
third-highest among males on 
the Experimental Free Handi¬ 
cap, five pounds fewer than co¬ 
top weighted Maria’s Mon and 
Unbridled’s Song. 

Louis Quatorze’s victory in 
the 121st running of the Preak¬ 


ness Stakes was his tour de 
force during a season in which 
he earned $1,854,908. With Pat 
Day in the irons, the Nick Zito 
trainee set every fraction before 
pulling away to win by three 
and a quarter lengths over Skip 
Away, with eventual Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner Editor’s Note 
in third. His final time of 1:53% 
for the mile and three-sixteenths 
equaled the stakes record. 

Louis Quatorze returned that 
summer to win Saratoga’s Jim 
Dandy Stakes-G2, giving ten 
pounds to runner-up Will’s Way 
while finishing in 1:47%, one- 
fifth off the mile and an eighth 
track record. 

Against 3-year-olds, he also 
placed second to Will’s Way in 
the Travers Stakes-Gl and to 
Skip Away in the Blue Grass 
Stakes-G2. When sent out 
against older horses that sea¬ 
son, Louis Quatorze finished 
third to Skip Away and Cigar in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup-Gl 
before wrapping up the season 
in the $3,000,000 Breeders’ Cup 
Classic Stakes-Gl, missing vic¬ 
tory by a nose to Alphabet Soup, 
with horse of the year Cigar a 
head back in third. 

In only two starts at 4, Louis 
Quatorze won Gulfstream Park’s 


Creme Fraiche Handicap-G3 
by more than four lengths and 
Keeneland’s Ben Ali Stakes-G3 
by 13 lengths. 

Dual hemisphere duties in the 
U.S. and Argentina have resulted 
in 344 foals in Louis Quatorze’s 
first three crops to race. His 
leading earner is multiple graded 
stakes winner Repent, a foal of 
1999 and one of the top runners 
of his generation. Repent earned 
$1,255,660 over two seasons and 
counted among his five victo¬ 
ries the Louisiana Derby-G2 and 
Kentucky Jockey Club S takes - 
G2. He placed in three stakes, 
including the Travers-Gl and 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl. 

Louis Quatorze has sired 15 
other stakes horses, eight in 2003, 
including Brazilian Group 1 win¬ 
ner Mr. Carre a; 2003 juvenile 
Second of June, whose impres¬ 
sive five-length victory in the 


What a Pleasure Stakes came at 
the expense of Grade 1 winner 
Silver Wagon; and solid sprinter 
Papua, who ran second in the 
Fall Highweight Handicap-G3 in 
November. 

The Murrays are excited 
about Louis Quatorze’s future. 
“He has nearly 400 offspring 
yet to come to the races,” said 
Audrey Murray. “And he was 
bred to very good mares after 
Repent” 

A son of Sovereign Dancer, 
Louis Quatorze is out of mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner On to 
Royalty (by On to Glory), who 
also produced Gazelle Handicap- 
G1 winner Royal Indy. Also in 
the immediate family are mil¬ 
lionaire sprinter J J’sdream and 
additional graded stakes-winning 
sprinters Meritocrat and Forest 
Heiress. 


BUGATTI REEF (IRE) 
GETS FIRST WINNER 


F reshman sire Bugatti Reef 
(Ire), who stands at Wain- 
ford Stud in Allentown, 
N.J., was represented by his first 
winner on November 22 with 
Sideofhappy’s gate-to-wire victo¬ 
ry at Philadelphia Park. Sent off 


as odds-on favorite in the field of 
seven 2-year-olds, Sideofhappy 
strolled home to a length and 
three-quarter score in the five 
and a half-furlong maiden race. 
It was the third on-the-board 
finish in three starts for the geld¬ 


ing who was bred in New Jersey 
by John Perrotta from the mare 
Carson Touch (by Carson City). 

Bugatti Reef (by Danzig) has 
18 foals in his first crop, includ¬ 
ing the placed runner Jersey Reef. 
Stakes-placed in Ireland, Bugatti 
Reef hails from the family of 
the remarkable producer Stick to 
Beauty. His dam Watch Out (by 
Mr. Prospector), who also pro¬ 
duced graded stakes-placed and

C ountry Life Farm in Bel

Parker’s Storm Cat, a 
4-year-old son of Storm Cat, will 
stand his first season for $3,000 
live foal, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses.

Stables, Obstructed entered stud 
in 1999. Voltemort is the only 
runner from four registered foals 
in Obstructed’s first crop; he has 
11 just-turned 3-year-olds in his 
second crop. 

Obstructed is an unraced full 
brother to stakes-placed Carrie’s 
Prospect out of Northern Jove’s 
stakes-winning daughter Ordain 
a Lady. His second dam, Ordina¬ 
tion (by Advocator), is also a 
stakes winner, having earned 
$265,306 and placed twice in the 
Grade 3 Correction Handicap.

V irginia Golfer became the 
first winner for her sire One 
Golf Sierra with her one- 
length victory in a mile and a 
sixteenth maiden race for 2-year- 
olds on October 19 at Laurel 
Park. 

Sent off as the 1-2 favorite 
in the field of seven, Virginia 
Golfer was unruly in the gate but 
setded early before being taken 
wide to make her rally. One of 
two foals from the first crop of 
One Golf Sierra, Virginia Golfer 
is trained by Gary Capuano for 
her breeder William Steinbuch 
Jr. The dark bay filly was bred 
in Maryland out of Virginia D, a 
daughter of Smelly. 

Steinbuch also bred and owns 
One Golf Sierra, whom he cam¬ 
paigned at 3 to a win, two sec¬ 


onds and two thirds from five 
starts, earning$29,500. One Golf 
Sierra was second in the Cavalier 
Cup Stakes and finished third in 
the Virginia Stallion Stakes. 

One Golf Sierra (by Magic 
Prospect) is a three-quarter 
brother to $358,208-earner Jest 
Punching (by Two Punch), a win¬ 
ner of five stakes. The other four 
runners out of the winning mare 
Foolish Dancer (by Smarten) are 
all stakes-placed—Ender Wiggin 
($161,620, 3rd Northern Dancer 
S), Dissident Shah, Sister Jean 
and Afterhours Dancer. 

Foolish Dancer is a full sister 
to the dam of stakes winners 
Two Smart and Attainable.

NORTHERN RAJA’S 
REIGN ENDS AT 
WORTHINGTON FARMS 





N orthern Raja, the stocky 
bay stallion who stood his 
entire career at Worthing¬ 
ton Farms in Maryland’s Worth¬ 
ington Valley near Glyndon, was 
humanely destroyed last fall due 
to infirmities of old age. He 
was 25. 

Bred by David P. Reynolds, 
Northern Raja was by leading 
sire Raja Baba out of North of 
Venus, a daughter of Northern 
Dancer whom Reynolds and his 
brothers J. Louis and Richard 
purchased as a yearling from 
longtime friend Warner Jones. 
North of Venus would have a 
major impact on the breeding 
operation of Reynolds, as well 
as Worthington Farms, owned 
by J.WY. (Duck) Martin and his 
wife Glennie. 

Northern Raja was one of 
four foals out of North of 
Venus, a graded stakes winner 
of $213,503. She also produced 
stakes-placed Fager’s Fancy and 
Northern Raja’s full sister Raja’s 
Venus, the dam or granddam of 
stakes winners Lady Beaumont, 
First Arrival and Tim’s Cross¬ 
ing, all bred by Glennie Martin, 
David Reynolds’ niece. 


Campaigned in the colors of 
Louis Reynolds, Northern Raja 
made only one start, a maiden 
special weight at Gulfstream 
Park, in which he finished third 
and exited the race with a frac¬ 
tured ankle. For a time it was 
doubtful the colt would survive 
surgery, but he recovered and 
began stud duty the following 
season, in 1982. 

During Northern Raja’s 
19-year stud career, he sired 
small crops but produced sev¬ 
eral standouts. From 210 named 
foals, he has 70 percent winners 
from starters (81 /115) and prog¬ 
eny earnings in excess of $3.3 
million. His six stakes horses, 
five of them winners, are topped 
by graded stakes winner Amy Be 
Good and leading earner Purple 
Passion. 

Amy Be Good earned 
$279,804 from 15 starts and 
starred in the 1990 running of 
the Barbara Fritchie Handicap- 
G3. She also accounted for 
four stakes placings, including 
a second in the Grade 2 Bed o’ 
Roses Handicap and a third in 
the Interborough Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G3. 


Amy Be Good has since 
become an accomplished brood¬ 
mare, producing David Reynolds’ 
homebred Good and Tough, a 
three-time graded stakes-winning 
sprinter who earned $809,341 
and was one of the leading fresh¬ 
man sires of 2003, as well as 
$227,411-earner Flashy Four, a 
winner of two stakes, from five 
foals. 

The talented stakes-winning 
sprinter Purple Passion won 13 
of his 25 lifetime starts, and 
was second or third eight other 
times, for career earnings of 
$505,839. The winner of seven 
stakes, Purple Passion placed in 
eight others, including seconds in 
the General George Handicap- 
G2 and Commonwealth Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Stakes-G2 and thirds in 
the General George and Forego 
Handicaps, both Grade 2, plus 
the Maryland Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G3. 


One of the highlights of 
Northern Raja’s stud career came 
in Keeneland’s Commonwealth 
Breeders’ Cup-G2 in 1999, in 
which Good and Tough and 
Purple Passion battled down 
the stretch for the one-two fin¬ 
ish. Purple Passion now stands 
at stud at Shamrock Farms in 
Woodbine, with his oldest foals 
2-year-olds this year. 

DuckMartin notes thatNorth- 
ern Raja’s career as a show horse 
sire was much more important 
in the stallion’s later years, and 
the accomplishments of his off¬ 
spring in the show ring far sur¬ 
passed that of his flat runners. 
“He was one of the best show 
horse sires in the country and 
had dozens of hunter champi¬ 
ons,” said Martin. “In 2003, his 
daughter Somerset Bay ranked 
as the second best green working 
hunter in the country.”

P ennsylvania's stallion ranks 
have swelled with the open¬ 
ing of Ballyvaughan, a 207- 
acre farm located near Oxford, 
Pa.

J. O. Tobin was named co¬ 
champion sprinter along with 
Dr. Patches, and jockey Ron 
Franklin was cited as outstand¬ 
ing apprentice. 

J. O. Tobin (Never Bend— 
Hill Shade, by Hillary) did most 
of his racing in California for 
owner/breeder George A. Pope 
Jr., gaining worldwide renown 
in July 1977 as the first horse 
to defeat Triple Crown winner 
Seatde Slew 

Franklin, an 18-year-old 
native of Baltimore, won approx¬ 
imately 250 races in 1978, and 
was the regular rider for the 
season’s 2-year-old champion 
Spectacular Bid. 


Although not a Maryland- 
bred, Candy Eclair brought dis¬ 
tinction to the state when she 
was voted the Eclipse Award 
as co-champion 2-year-old filly.

50 YEARS AGO 


I Native Dancer, not surpris¬ 
ingly, was the near-unanimous 
choice as champion 3-year-old in 
the Turf <& Sport Digest's poll. 

Only one dissenter voted for 
Dark Star, the horse who handed 
Native Dancer his lone career 
defeat in the Kentucky Derby. 

Native Dancer, owned 
and bred by Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt and soon to gain 
worldwide influence as a sire at 
Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm in 
Glyndon, Md., was overshad¬ 
owed in horse of the year bal¬ 
loting by Tom Fool. Undefeated 
in 10 starts (eight stakes) as a 
4-year-old in 1953, Tom Fool 
carried the colors of famed 
Greentree Stable. 

I At the relatively young age of 
22, Discovery—Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt’s legendary handi¬ 
cap performer and longtime 
Maryland sire—had become a 
quintessential broodmare sire. 

In each of the past two sea- 
ons, a grandson of Discovery 
had managed to set a new all- 
time record for 2-year-old earn¬ 
ings: Native Dancer amassing 
$230,495 in nine starts in 1952, 
followed by Hasty Road, whose 
nine starts netted $277,131. 

With his daughters having 
produced earners of well over 


$1 million in 1953, Discovery 
ranked second to *Bull Dog on 
the nation’s broodmare sires lists. 
But, since Discovery mares had 
had fewer years to make their 
mark than mares by other lead¬ 
ing sires, Discovery could rightly 
be considered the best brood¬ 
mare sire in America. 

I Marylander Janon Fisher Jr., 
addressing the annual meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations on behalf of the 
American Trainers Association, 
lambasted race tracks for their 
public relations shortcomings: 

“Race track operators act as 
though they had something to 
hide [with] high fences, lots of 
guards, a concentration camp 
atmosphere. Their public rela¬ 
tions are beamed at the bet¬ 
ting, overlooking the fact that, 
as C.V Whitney said the other 
day in Washington, race tracks 
have only scratched the surface 
in public appeal. 

“Now I suggest that everyone 
interested in the future of rac¬ 
ing should cooperate to extend 
information on the good things 
about racing to the general pub¬ 
lic and especially to children, 
who of course will soon grow 
up to be racing patrons.” 


ailing. And as far as steeplechas¬ 
ing is concerned, Queen Marion 
has no heirs.” 

Since personally creating the 
event in 1970, Marion duPont 
Scott had attended every renew¬ 
al—although she was forced to 
watch the 1977 race from an 
automobile. By November 1978, 
she was no longer up to making 
the journey to South Carolina 
from her home at Montpelier, 
Va. 


Against that backdrop, Grand 
Canyon (NZ), trained in England 
by Derek Kent, gained his sec¬ 
ond Colonial Cup victory, setting 
a new stakes record of 5:10%, a 
full two seconds faster than his 
previous mark set in 1976. 

I William L. Pape, a Huntington, 
Long Island, businessman and 
horseman, was elected president 
of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association, succeeding 
Donald P. Ross.

10 YEARS AGO 


I Blythe Miller became the 
first female rider ever to pilot 
a Breeders’ Cup winner when 
she rode Lonesome Glory to an 
eight and a half-length victory in 
the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase 
at Belmont Park. 

“It was a surprise,” said Mill¬ 
er, whose father F. Bruce Miller 
trained Lonesome Glory for 
owner Kay Jeffords. “I didn’t 
expect Lonesome Glory to win 
as easily as he did [defeating 
two-time Breeders’ Cup winner 
Highland Bud and steeplechase 
star Mistico].” 

I Virginia racing was dealt a 
setback when voters in Arlington 
and Alexandria agreed, by over¬ 
whelming margins, not to accept 
off-track betting in those popu¬ 
lous northern parts of the state. 
The defeat was expected to 
alter the plans of several of the 
groups vying for a license to 
build Virginia’s first race track. 

I Northern Park, the last son 
of Northern Dancer to sell at 
public auction, was retired to 
stud at Lanwades Stud, near 


Newmarket, England. Sold at the 
1989 Keenelandjuly Yearling sale 
for $2.8 million, Northern Park 
was out of the Pennsylvania- 
bred mare Mrs. Penny, who had 
been England’s champion 2-year- 
old filly in 1979. He won nearly 1 
million francs ($172,323) dur¬ 
ing his three seasons of racing, 
his four victories including the 
Grand Prix de Villeurbanne. 

I Husband carried the colors 
of his breeder, famed Virginia 
horsewoman Peggy Augustus, 
to an “awesome” five-length 
score in the Grade 1 Rothmans 
Ltd. International at Woodbine. 
It was the 3-year-old colt’s first 
appearance in North America. 

I Multiple-card simulcasting 
fueled a huge increase in mutu- 
el handle at Meadowlands, and 
bolstered purses by more than 
30 percent—from an average of 
$123,000 a night to $160,000. 

I Reeve Schley Jr., former chair¬ 
man of the board and director 
of Monmouth Park, died at age 
85.

popping performance to win 
the Geisha Handicap on De¬ 
cember 7. 

Considered a die-hard turf 
specialist. Cruise Along had 
raced exclusively on grass 
since failing to break her maid¬ 
en in four tries on the dirt in 
the spring of her 3-year-old 
season. 

The Geisha—on the dirt— 
would be a radical departure 
from the type of races Cruise 
Along typically ran in. Still, as 
a Maryland-bred stakes with a 
$100,000 purse, it was "very 
tempting," in the words of 
Larry Murray, who trains the 
now-6-year-old mare for lead¬ 
ing Maryland breeders Sondra 
and Howard Bender. 


"We were taking a shot, 
hoping to get a piece of it," 
said Murray. "Frankly, we 
were surprised at how well 
she ran." 

Facing a competitive field 
topped by odds-on choice 
Shiny Sheet, Cruise Along 
dominated the mile and a six¬ 
teenth contest, rallying from 
off the pace and sweeping past 
frontunners Shiny Sheet and 
Undercover in the upper 
stretch before being hand-rid¬ 
den to a four and a half-length 
rout. Shiny Sheet and Under¬ 
cover held on for second and 
third, respectively, and were 
followed by (in order of finish) 
True Sensation, Rico Ends 
Well, Tamayo, Crossing Dena¬ 
li, Christmas Memory and 
Guillotine. The final time of 
1:42.98 missed the track record 
by only one second. 

It was the 11th stakes win 
of the season for Howard and 
Sondra Bender, who have 
piled up remarkable numbers 
in each of the past three sea¬ 
sons. 

Cruise Along, winless in 
2003 until her victory in the 
September 6 All Brandy Stakes 
at Pimlico, finished the season 
on an extremely high note, and 
caused Murray to put off any 
plans of retiring her to the 
breeding shed. 

"Now the questions are— 
should we keep her in training 
over the winter, or turn her out 
and wait for the grass racing 
season to begin," said Murray. 

Cruise Along (by Runaway 
Groom) comes from a family 
that has been in production for 
nearly two decades at the 
Benders' Glade Valley Farms 
in Frederick, Md. The Benders 
claimed Cruise Along's grand- 
dam Nashoba (by Superbity) 
for $50,000 at Calder as a 2- 
year-old in November 1984. 

Nashoba produced Bender- 
bred Don's Sho (1991, Don's 
Choice; $176,497, Floyd Dun¬ 


can Memorial S, 3rd Maryland 
Juvenile Championship S, etc.) 
and the Island Whirl mare 
Nashly ($103,215, 2nd Navajo 
Princess S, 3rd New Castle H). 

Cruise Along is Nashly's 
third foal and first stakes per¬ 
former. The 15-year-old mare 
has a 2-year-old colt by You 
and I, a yearling colt by Chero¬ 
kee Run, and is in foal for 2004 
to Runaway Groom.

Ironton was one of the best 
2-year-olds not to win a stakes 
in 2002. He finished second in 
each of Maryland's top 2-year- 
old events: the Grade 3 Laurel 
Futurity, Maryland Million 
Nursery and Maryland Juve¬ 
nile Championship Stakes. 

And, with his 3-year-old 
season nearly over, shades of 
disappointment continued to 
surround the son of Not For 
Love. But no longer. 

In a gritty show of strength, 
Ironton defeated seven Mary- 
land-bred rivals in the No¬ 
vember 22 Northern Dancer 
Stakes at Laurel. 

Ironton held a clear lead at 
the quarter pole and appeared 
to have the race well in hand, 
when James came charging 
through the stretch. Still he 
managed to prevail, holding

off that rival by a nose. Behind 
them came Conservation, 
High Watermark, Irish Colo¬ 
ny, Private Scandal, Boca 
Bound and Foufa's Warrior. 
Ironton paid $12.80 as the 
fourth choice in the betting. 
Final time for the mile and an 
eighth was 1:50.32. 

Ironton campaigns for 
owner Tim Cunningham, who 
purchased him for $30,000 at 
the 2001 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Eastern Fall Yearling sale, 
where he was consigned by 
his breeders. Dr. and Mrs. Tom 
Bowman. Ironton is the first 
stakes winner from his dam 
Baccata (by Baederwood), 
who has produced stakes- 
placed Seeking Adventure (in 
Puerto Rico) and Trueytoo 
($160,050, 2nd Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Lassie S, 3rd Maryland 
Million Distaff H). 

Baccata is the first foal from 
the remarkable race horse and 
broodmare Owned by All. So 
named because the syndicate 
that raced her was jokingly re¬ 
ferred to as all of Ashland, Va., 
the modestly bred Owned by 
All, trained by Dickie Small, 
raced for five seasons in the 
1980s, winning or placing in 
33 of 55 starts, including 13 
stakes, and earning $328,983. 

Owned by All had a tendon 
problem as a 5-year-old and 
was sold to a smaller group of 
partners as a broodmare pros¬ 
pect, recalled Bowman. "But 
the tendon healed so well that 
we ended up putting her back 
in training. She won the Gei¬ 
sha Handicap [for the second 


year in a row] at age 6 while 
she was carrying Baccata." 

Owned by All went on to 
produce stakes winners Proud 
Owner ($568,982), Owned by 
Us ($201,809) and How About 
Becky ($50,615) and stakes- 
placed Half Gavvo. She is now 
a pensioner at the Bowmans' 
Dance Forth Farm in Chester- 
town, Md. 

Baccata has a 2-year-old 
Skip Away colt whom Cun¬ 
ningham bought for $25,000 at 
the 2003 Keeneland September 
Yearling sale; she did not pro¬ 
duce a foal in 2003, but is in 
foal for 2004 to Mojave Moon.

By far the more impressive 
of the two is Richetta, a daugh¬ 


ter of Polish Numbers who 
easily captured the Heavenly 
Cause Stakes on November 1. 
The Heavenly Cause was part 
of a three-race win streak for 
Richetta, following the Mary¬ 
land Million Lassie on October 
11, and leading up to the 
$100,000 Selima Stakes on No¬ 
vember 15. 

Dispatched as the over¬ 
whelming 1-10 favorite in the 
Heavenly Cause, Richetta 
lived up to her billing. She rat¬ 
ed just behind the early lead¬ 
ers, took command with a 
half-furlong to go and, with 
jockey Ramon Dominguez 
never touching his whip, drew 
clear by a length and a quarter 
over runner-up Sea of Promis¬ 
es. Dance Fee finished third, 
another four and three-quar¬ 
ters lengths back, with Herre¬ 
ra's Gown, Patriots Image and 
Two Bayou completing the 
field. Final time for the seven 
furlongs was 1:24.04.

GOVERNOR RENDELL MAKES SLOTS A BIG 
PART OF HIS ECONOMIC STIMULUS PACKAGE 


Years from now, when slots-enriched purses have Gov. Rendell has pushed for expanded gaming, as 

boosted Pennsylvania's breeding and racing to levels part of a statewide economic stimulus program, since 
that can only be dreamt of today, the industry will owe a taking office one year ago. As this newsletter went to 
lasting debt of gratitude to Governor Ed Rendell. press, the legislature was continuing to weigh various

options. However, Gov. Rendell remained optimistic 
that the long-awaited initiative would gain approval by 
the beginning of the new year. 

In early December, Gov. Rendell took time out of 
his busy schedule to reflect on Pennsylvania's racing 
industry, and what expanded gaming will mean to the 
industry as well as the state. 

"I'm a great supporter of horse racing," began Gov. 
Rendell. "For a couple of reasons. 

"Number one is pure economics. This is an 
industry that provides close to 35,000 jobs. What would 
we do if a company that was linked to 35,000 jobs was 
thinking about leaving the state? Think of the effect that 
would have. The state has to support this industry. 

"Number two, I'm a fan of racing myself. I'm not 
a big bettor, but I love the beauty of the sport, and the 
animals—the majesty and gallantry. These horses do 
some incredible things. Back when I was growing up, 
there was a horse named Silky Sullivan. He used to 
come from behind with a tremendous rush, and thrill 
everybody with his finishes. Why did he run that way? 
Horses have their own personalities. It's a beautiful 
and wonderful sport, and the horse farms within 
this state just stun you with their beauty and natural 
surroundings." 

Gov. Rendell went on to explain that he is a "strong 
supporter of expanded gaming, for many reasons." 


Gov. Rendell began his push for slots early in his 
gubernatorial campaign and has not let up. 


"My interest is in shepherding this [slots] 
as quickly as we can," says Gov. Rendell. 

Revenue from expanded gaming will "bring important 
property tax relief for everyone," he said. "Projections 
are that it will allow at least Si billion in property tax 
relief across the state on an annualized basis-which 
would be a godsend to a lot of people, 
including older people, young people, 
especially young people just buying 
their first house, and to farmers. 

Pennsylvania is "missing out," in 
Gov. Rendell's words, "by not having 
expanded gaming. It doesn't stop 
people from gambling. Estimates are 
that Pennsylvania residents spend about 
S3 billion a year in other jurisdictions. 
And if you don't believe that, you've got 
your head in the sand. The sad thing is, 
the state does not get the tax benefits 
from any of that." 

Last but presumably not least for 
Gov. Rendell is the promise of a new era 
for racing. "I've been told that without 
slot machine gaming Pennsylvania 
tracks will not be able to compete [with 
those in surrounding states] in the long 
run, even to the demise of the industry," 
he said, while adding that the "stakes 
are high." 

what shape will expanded 
gaming take? "We can only guess," 
said the governor. "But it's my belief 
that gambling is a certainty. It's 
just a question of when, and what 
configuration. 

"My interest is in shepherding this 
as quickly as we can—getting a gaming 
commission set up, and developing the 
structure and apparatus. 

"There's some hope we could 
have [slots facilities] up and running 
at the four established tracks by late 
summer." 





SKY'S THE LIMIT FOR 
PA NURSERY WINNER 
SMARTY JONES 

The second coming of Secretariat? Comparisons 
are premature, but anyone who watched the brilliant 
chestnut colt Smarty Jones draw off to a 15-length 
victory in the Pennsylvania Nursery, on November 22 
at Philadelphia Park, had to be impressed. And that's 
putting it mildly. 

Smarty Jones, who races for his breeders Roy 
and Pat Chapman of New Hope, Bucks County, and is 
trained by John Servis, was making 
only his second start when he blew 
away 10 state-bred rivals in the 
seven-furlong PA Nursery. His debut 
had come at Philadelphia Park 
on November 9, in a six-furlong 
maiden special weight, which he 
captured by a similarly expansive 
seven and three-quarters lengths. 

Obviously loaded with speed, 

Smarty Jones completed the PA 
Nursery in 1:21.88, missing the 
track mark by only one and a fifth 
seconds; his time was just .28 of a 
second shy of the best time for that 
distance at Philadelphia Park in the 
past three years. 

The question now looms—Can 
he go a distance? Or, more specifically, will he be up to 
the challenge of the mile and a quarter Kentucky Derby 
on the first Saturday in May? 

The Chapmans, well-experienced horsepeople, 
are taking it one step at a time. "Smarty still has a lot 
to prove," said Roy Chapman, who has turned down 
"unbelievable" offers for the son of Elusive Quality. "But 
we would certainly love to take him to the big races 
this spring." 

Smarty Jones is, in a huge sense, a part of the 
legacy of the late Pennsylvania horseman Bob Camac, 
explained Pat Chapman. 

Camac, who trained a sizable stable for the 
Chapmans until his tragic death in December 2001, 
spotted Smarty Jones's dam. I'll Get Along (by Smile), 
at the 1993 Keeneland September Yearling sale. 
Purchased for $40,000, I'll Get Along carried the 
Chapmans' colors to victory in the Alma North Handicap 
and William Parker Stakes and placings in seven other 
added-money races, earning $277,008, during a five- 
year career under Camac's handling. 

Smarty Jones is I'll Get Along's second foal. "Bob 
not only picked out the mare, but he selected Elusive 
Quality for the mating that produced Smarty," said Pat 
Chapman. "We only wish he could be here to see this 
colt." 

The Chapmans began breeding and racing horses 
in the late 1980s, and for a decade or so maintained 
a thriving operation at their 100-acre Someday Farm 
in Chester County, where Smarty Jones—their first 


homebred stakes winner-was foaled. They cut back 
drastically on their horse holdings after Camac's death. 
"Losing Bob kind of took the guts out of us," in Roy 
Chapman's words. "We sold almost everything we had." 
Including I'll Get Along, who brought for $130,000 at 
the 2001 Keeneland November sale. 

Since selling their farm three years ago, the 
Chapmans have divided their time between homes in 
Pennsylvania and Boca Grande, Fla. Roy Chapman is 
semi-retired from his automobile dealership, Chapman 
Auto Group, that has branches in Pennsylvania, 
Delaware and New Jersey, leaving most of the day-to- 
day running of the company to his sons. 

But they have closely monitored the activities of 
Smarty Jones, who got his early education with George 
Isaacs at Bridlewood Farm in Ocala, Fla., before joining 
Servis's stable at Philadelphia Park. 
"Smarty was a standout from the day 
he was born," said Roy Chapman. 
"George [Isaacs] told us, 'This is the 
one you've been waiting for.'" 

Smarty Jones was named for 
Pat Chapman's mother. "He was 
born on my mother's birthday," she 
said. "I wanted to name him after 
my mother, but we couldn't call him 
Mildred. Then I remembered that my 
mother's grandparents tagged her 
'Smarty Jones.'" 

Not just smart, but also lucky, 
the Chapmans' star performer already 
has overcome major adversity. "Lucky 
to be alive-that's how one of the 
headlines read, after he won the 
Pennsylvania Nursery," said Roy 
Chapman. "Last July, only two weeks after he'd arrived 
at Philadelphia Park, he reared in the starting gate and 
fractured his skull. He was treated at the New Jersey 
Equine Center; the veterinarians thought at the very 
least he'd lose an eye, but he came through it just 
fine." 

If Smarty Jones makes it to the Triple Crown 
races, he will not be the first Chapman-owned horse 
to display his talent in a world-class setting. The 
Chapmans won the 1989 Maryland Hunt Cup with 
Uncle Merlin, the first steeplechase horse they owned. 
Uncle Merlin also led the 1990 English Grand National 
for much of the race until his jockey fell off at one of 
the final jumps. And in 1992 their Eagle Lion, trained 
and ridden by Bruce Davidson, won the three-day 
event at Fair Hill. 

Foxhunting was their shared avocation until 
about four years ago. Both were avid members of the 
Andrews Bridge Hunt in Unionville. 

"I had been involved with horses since childhood, 
and ridden all my life," said Roy Chapman. "In about 
1985, Pat said 'You've ridden off to your last hunt 
without me. I'm going with you.' She's the only 
person I've ever known who took up riding well into 
adulthood, and took to it like that. After 11 months of 
lessons, we went foxhunting in Ireland and she didn't 
fall off once." 

Horse smarts, in every sense of the words, are 
nothing new for the Chapmans.

Colonial Downs passes 
SWF referendum 


VRC Chairman Williams not 
seeking reappointment 


I n a letter to Governor Mark 
Warner, Virginia Racing 
Commission (VRC) chairman 
Robin Williams announced she 
will not seek reappointment after 
a decade with horse racing’s reg¬ 
ulatory agency. 

Originally appointed by 
Governor George Allen to the 
commission in March 1994, 
Williams has served as chairman 
since 1998. 

Williams is best known in 
Virginia for presiding over the 
commission during the conten¬ 
tious early years of live racing 
in the Old Dominion through 
the current period of successful 
summer turf racing. According to 
Williams the early tumult wasn’t 
fun, but the process gave the 
commission solid guidelines for 
its future activities. 

Nationally,Williams has earned 
recognition as the chairman of 
the National Racing Compact 
and as the winner of Racing 
Commissioners International’s 
Joan S. Pew Award honoring com¬ 
missioners with vision for the 
industry. The National Racing 
Compact, a project Williams ini¬ 
tiated, is designed to provide one 
license for racing participants that 
would be recognized in all racing 
jurisdictions. 

Under Williams’s direction, 
the VRC established purse min- 
imums, required a portion of 
each wager be earmarked for 
backstretch programs and secured 


authority for the VRC to regulate 
telephone account wagering. The 
latter is considered a potential 
major growth vehicle for parimu¬ 
tuel wagering in Virginia. 

During Williams’s tenure 
on the VRC, the Virginia Blue 
Ribbon Committee was formed 
and conducted meetings around 
the state. Representing a broad 
cross section of industry par¬ 
ticipants, this committee made 
recommendations that eventu¬ 
ally were utilized in the law that 
regulates account wagering and 
eliminates the 150 live race day 
requirement which was seen by 
many as a deterrent to growth. 

Williams chaired the VRC 
when then-VTA president Anne 
Poulson (now a fellow commis¬ 
sioner with Williams) initiated 
and chaired the Virginia Racing 
Task Force, which created the 
model for Colonial Downs’s 
successful summer racing plan 
that utilizes the 180-foot wide 
Secretariat turf course to its max¬ 
imum benefit. Williams patiently 
worked through any number 
of disputes between horsemen, 
breeders, Colonial Downs and 
the Maryland Jockey Club in 
order to help create the current 
program. 

“I am pleased at how all of 
us have worked together,” said 
Williams. “Despite being a small 
racing state, Virginia has a far¬ 
sighted approach to regulating 
and promoting racing.” 


I n what could be described as 
a photo finish by the narrow¬ 
est of noses, Colonial Downs’s 
Satellite Wagering Facility (SWF) 
referendum in Vinton passed by a 
vote of 858 to 838. Winning the 
referendum will allow the New 
Kent County race track to apply 
for a license to build and oper¬ 
ate a new SWF in the suburb of 
Roanoke. 

“They said it was going to 
be close,” said Jim Weinberg, 
Colonial Downs’s lead attorney. 
Colonial Downs had conducted 
an extensive, professionally man¬ 
aged campaign in Vinton, which 
is immediately adjacent to the city 
of Roanoke.

Colonial Downs’s annual mar¬ 
quee race, the Virginia Derby is 
contested over the Secretariat turf 
course at a distance of a mile 
and a quarter. Colonial hosted 
the inaugural Virginia Derby 
in October 1998 with a purse 
of $250,000. When Colonial

tion from the Roanoke Times and 
local clergy, the referendum nar¬ 
rowly passed. 

Colonial Downs was required 
by the 2002 Purse Contract with 
the Virginia H.B.P.A. to hold a 
referendum, and the victory in 
Vinton marks the first win since 
failed attempts in Manassas Park, 
Fredericksburg, Roanoke and 
Danville during the late 1990s. 

It is estimated that the Vinton 
SWF could generate purses for 
up to five or six new days of 
live racing while adding up to 
$240,000 to the Breeders Fund. 
The new facility is also expected 
to generate $190,000 annually for 
the town ofVinton. 


switched its annual fall meet to 
the summer months in 2001, the 
race moved to a mid-July date. 
In 2002, the purse was elevated 
to its current $500,000 level. The 
honor roll ofVirginia Derby win¬ 
ners consists of Crowd Pleaser, 
Phi Beta Doc, Lightning Paces, 
Potaro (Ire), Orchard Park and 
Silver Tree.

Making resolutions

I f you want to learn how to make a good New Years resolu¬ 
tion, ask the Virginia Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association. 

No whimsy for them. 

No throwing a few good intentions against the wall to see 
which stick. No losing a few pounds just to gain them back 
again. Propelled by an energetic volunteer board of directors, the 
VHBPA makes resolutions that work. 

In just enough years to count on one hand, the Virginia 
horsemen’s group has helped create a popular summer race meet 
in Virginia. Through the resolve of the organizations leadership, 
a flailing fledgling race meet has stayed the course. 

Holding firm to its vision of quality racing for Virginia, the 
VHBPA Board argued and cajoled, partnered and politicked. 
They rolled up shirt sleeves and pitched in when needed to 
structure an enticing combination of attractive purses and com¬ 
prehensive backstretch services for Virginia’s only parimutuel 
race meet. 

As the century turned, cooperation between the horsemen 
and Colonial Downs fostered dramatic increases in fields, specta¬ 
tors and handle.The meet was happily ensconced in the summer, 
but it was over in a blink. Horsemen wanted more racing days 
in Virginia. 

The dilemma thus became how to fund purses for additional 
race days. Refusing to compromise the quality of the short meet, 
the VHBPA Board researched and debated the best way to 
finance more days of racing at Colonial. Slots didn’t appear to 
be a realistic option. Race day crowds had leveled off.Yet handle 
was breaking records each year. OTBs seemed the prudent way 
to go. 

In the 1990s several failed attempts were made to pass ref- 
erendums allowing OTBs in various Virginia locations. A suc¬ 
cessful 2003 legislative effort, however, made the OTB scenario 
more appealing with towns becoming eligible for referendums. 

Through the horsemen’s contract the VHBPA negotiated 
with Colonial Downs to open additional OTBs, and Colonial 
recently opened one in south Richmond. More importantly, the 
track removed the fear factor by running a successful referendum 
campaign near Roanoke to pave the way for another OTB. 

Projections estimate that five to six additional days of racing 
could be supported by an OTB in this location. 

Each year the VHBPA renews its resolve to grow racing in 
Virginia responsibly and incrementally. And each year, Virginia 
racing has gotten to keep these resolutions.

Horsemen Helping Horsemen 
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West Virginia 
Futurity run in 
two divisions 


T he West Virginia Futurity, on 
November 15, brought together 
some prospective West Virginia 
bred-stars. But, unfortunately, what 
could have been an interesting race 
turned into a divided mismatch. 

The nature of a Futurity dictates 
that all participants must be 
afforded the opportunity to enter 
and race once their respective 
nominations are pre-paid. Since 
Charles Town fields are limited to 
10 starters, and 12 horses entered 
the race, the stage was set for the 
division of the $50,000 race. 

The first leg went to the 
appropriately named Take the 
Plunge. The James and Eleanor 
Casey homebred plunged the 
Charles Town tote board into a tizzy 
as fans were drawn to his form. Sent 
off as the 1 -9 choice in the six-horse 
field, the handsome son of Weshaam 
performed as expected, romping 
home by 15% lengths. Jockey Chris 
Martin guided the youngster to

H istory is often a 

prognosticator of future 
events, as happened 
when Hickory Plains LLC's, 
Red Velvet Cake trounced a 
disappointingly short field in the 
October 25 Tri-State Futurity.The 
father and son team of Albert and 
Randy Cohen were capturing 
their fifth running of the race that 
pits Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia-bred 2-year-olds against one 
another. The seven-furlong stakes 
was worth $72,400, yet only mustered 
five contestants, two of whom were 
maidens. With only five betting 
interests, show wagering was not 
offered. 

Maryland-bred Red Velvet Cake 
turned out to be a sweet choice 
for the large crowd in attendance, 
controlling the race from the outset 
and going on to score by a decisive 
nine and one-quarter lengths. He 
broke alertly from post one and 
was never in serious danger under 
Charles Town's leading jockey, 
Anthony Mowing. The even-money 


favorite combined with second- 
place finisher Isle of Chios for a 
$29.60 exacta. John D. McKee's 
Mighty Awesome faltered to third 
place after trying to match strides 
with the winner early. 

The Tri-State Futurity once was 
one of the most sought-after 
trophies for 2-year-olds on the 
East Coast. After its 33rd running in 
1994, the race was discontinued. It 
resurfaced last year, in an attempt 
to rekindle the old luster and magic 
it once held. Hopefully the lack of 
participants in this year's edition will 
not be indicative of the future. 

Red Velvet Cake became the first 
stakes winner for his sire Diamond, 
and it is conceivable this youngster 
has not yet scratched the surface 
of his potential. The Tri-State was his 
second win in four starts. 

Steward Danny Wright reminded 
this writer that during his career as 
a jockey he was fortunate to add 
three Tri-State Futurity victories to his 
expansive stakes resume.

his $2.20 payoff. Mighty Awesome 
chased the winner early and 
followed home in second, providing 
a $5.60 exacta. 

With three victories in four starts. 
Take the Plunge assumed the pole 
position for next year's West Virginia 
3-year-old races. 

In the second half of the West 
Virginia Futurity, the odds board 
once again sought shelter from 
the onslaught of favorite players. 

The irrepressible Petes Hick 
Chick, coming off two powerful 
performances in stakes company, 
barely held off her subordinate 
competitors. A daughter of West 
Virginia's leading sire of 2003, 
Kokand, Petes Hick Chick (with 
Raymond Torres up) rewarded her 
supporters with a minimum payout 
of $2.20 to win. Speed Whiz pushed 
the Marshall Lippert-owned, 1-9 
choice to her limit and narrowly 
missed an upset by a head. Show 
wagering was not available in either 
division of the Futurity. 


Riders Up 

J ockey Mark Rosenthal toiled 
in relative obscurity for years 
on the Maryland/West Virginia 
circuit until his recent successful 
alliance with powerhouse 
owner Mike Gill.The 31-year-old 
journeyman was in the hunt for 
leading rider honors at the fall 
meeting (as of early December), 
chasing Oscar Flores and Charles 
Town's hardest-working man in 
show business, Anthony Mowing. 
Rosenthal, a dedicated family man, 
is a no-nonsense guy who takes his 
profession seriously. 

He may be the shortest guy 
in the jocks room, but J.D. Dios 
Acosta gets my vote for most 
charismatic. J.D. is one of the few 
riders who understands that he is 
in the entertainment business and 
always has a smile, twirl of the stick 
and number one sign ready for the 
cameras. This young man embodies 
what I have been hoping will occur 
on a more frequent basis—an 
identity that fans can relate to. 


News and notes 


N ovember 15,2003, was a huge 
day for two West Virginians, one 
equine and one human. 

In the ninth race at Charles Town, 
local conditioner David Walters 
made his 1,000th pilgrimage into 
the winner's circle. Originally from 
Dundalk, Md., Walters migrated 
to West Virginia 24 years ago and 
established himself as a major player 
at this track. 

Seventy miles east of Charles 
Town, a four-legged West Virginia 
native made headlines in the 
Grade 1 $300,000 Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash. A Fluevo made a 
shambles of the stellar field under 
the nation's winningest rider, Ramon 
Dominquez. 

Donald’s Pride continues to 
reign supreme over the local 
competition, as evidenced by his 
fifth authoritative triumph in a row on 
November 15. Congratulations are 
in order for trainer Patty Burns, whose 
judicious handling has contributed 
to his impressive consecutive race 
streak. 

The controversy over who is the 
best West Virginia-bred in training 
should spark a very heated debate. 

II too often we are reminded 
of the harsh realities in horse 
racing, and that the nature of the 
game is dictated by economics. 
Occasionally a fairy tale comes 
true, and in this case it involves a 
horse named Big Rut. The venerable 
warrior, known for his class, gameness 


and competitive desire, was pulled 
up in a race at Charles Town on 
October 29. 

Winner of over a half-million 
dollars during his career, with 
seven stakes wins and as many 
stakes placings. Big Rut had been 
competing in bottom-level claiming 
races primarily due to his advanced 
age and gender. At age 10, his 
future was in jeopardy until the 
reappearance of an old friend, 
Maryland-based trainer Hamilton 
Smith, who conditioned Big Rut early 
in his career and guided him to 
multiple stakes victories. 

Concerned about the welfare of 
his one-time prodigy. Hammy, as he 
is known to his friends, purchased Big 
Rut and now two old acquaintances 
are reunited. In gratitude I would 
like to offer my sincerest thanks 
to Hammy, but in this instance he 
deserves to be called Mr. Smith. 

O ne of the newcomers on the 
West Virginia Thoroughbred 
horizon is Shotwell Farms, under 
development by Charlotte and 
Harold Shotwell, longtime racing 
enthusiasts who moved to their 
Jefferson County location three 
years ago. Adjacent to historic 
O'Sullivan Farms, the Shotwell 
farm is in a picturesque setting 
approximately four miles outside 
the Charles Town city limits. The 
173-acre farm has a 29-stall barn, 
indoor arena and a band of 10 
broodmares.

Elk Manor Farm: 
birthplace of stars

Jimmy Moran feels like 
a new man. That's what sell¬ 
ing a 6,000-acre headache in 
Florida will do for you. An 
entrepreneur at heart, Moran 
bought the land to flip. After 
three years and nearly $2.5 
million in legal fees, the land 
is gone and Moran can get 
back to doing what he does 
best. Breeding race horses. 

Moran's Elk Manor Farm 
produced Richetta, the best 
Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
filly in 2003, as well as White 
Mountain Boy, winner of the 
Rollicking Stakes in Novem¬ 
ber. Nestled on a waterfront 
point in North East, Md., Elk 
Manor is the home of a dozen 
broodmares and the offspring 
that goes with them. 

Moran, 51, breeds for the 
commercial market. He sold 
Richetta for $22,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 
ern Fall Yearling sale. She 
was resold for $100,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year- 
olds in Training sale and now 
looks like a true gem. Owned 
by Tom Bowman and Milton 
Higgins, the daughter of Pol¬ 
ish Numbers is four-for-five in 
her budding career, including 
the Selima, Maryland Million 
Lassie and Heavenly Cause 
Stakes.

Moran barely had time to 
notice. 

"I'm glad [the Florida land 
deal] is over so I can get my 
head back into the farm/' he 
said. 

Moran sold the land to the 
state, which will keep it as 


open space, which coinciden¬ 
tally is how Elk Manor became 
a horse farm. For nearly 15 
years, Moran worked for his 
mother Betty Moran operat¬ 
ing Brushwood Stable, a full- 
fledged breeding and racing 
operation that competes at the 
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Elk Manor is situated on the Elk River, near the point where 
the Elk and Bohemia Rivers merge. The main house and barns 
have been restored and refurbished over the past 10 years. 


top level. Moran was ready for 
a change and started looking 
for waterfront property. After 
looking at what he says was 
100 places, Moran found five 
acres on the Elk River, near the 
point where the Elk and Bohe¬ 
mia Rivers merge. The farm is 
just down the dead end road 
from Michael Dickinson's Ta- 
peta Farm and greets visitors 
like a clean runway out of the 
clouds. 

"I bought the main house 
on five acres and I wasn't orig¬ 
inally going to have a horse 
farm. I figured it was time 
for me to move on. I started 
Brushwood with my Mom in 
'79 and worked for her until 
'92, then I said, 'I've got to do 
something else with my life,'" 
Moran said. "I bought the five 
acres knowing there would 
be houses behind me but then 
the developer went belly up 
and I didn't want to see 40 
houses right there, so I bought 
the land. It was a challenge be¬ 
cause it was run down so bad 


but it was serendipitous the 
way it turned out. Then it's 
simply evolved from there." 

It went from grass that 
hadn't been mowed in four 
years to a working farm. Mo¬ 
ran cleaned up the original 
stone barns and eventually 
added horses to the property. 
The mares came from various 
outlets; some are Brushwood 
culls, others he bought from 
dispersals, some he bought 
as yearlings to race, one came 
from Idaho. 

Moran is happy with 12 
mares but is always on the 
look-out for more. He has one 
Mr. Prospector mare who cost 
$600,000 and the rest, he reck¬ 
ons, cost a total of $300,000 to 
$350,000. 

"I'm looking forward to 
spending a little more time 
looking for mares. I like the 
farming aspect of it. There's 
always something to do in the 
horse business," Moran said. 
"It doesn't look like it's going 
to make money this year, not

on a cash basis, but if I include 
the appreciation of the mares, 
then we're narrowing the 
g a P" 

Moran is a studier of ac¬ 
counting and taxes. He does 
math in his head while an¬ 
swering a question. Work¬ 
ing for his mother gave him 
experience looking at mares, 
trading stallion seasons and 
operating an expansive horse 
business. All of that knowl¬ 
edge comes in handy now 
that he's making his own de¬ 
cisions. With Riscay (by Ra- 
hy), the dam of Richetta that 
he owns with his two brothers 
Michael and Ranney, Moran is 
already faced with economic 
decisions. 

"I haven't invested that 
much in any of the mares. 
With her. I'd probably sell her 
for a ridiculous price," Moran 
said. "I try to go by the theory 
if I wouldn't buy the horse 
for that price then I probably 
ought to be thinking about 
selling it at that price. I guess 
I could sell Riscay for some¬ 
thing close to what I have in 
all the rest of the mares." 

Purchased for $100,000 
from the Clovelly Farms con¬ 
signment at the 1995 Keene- 
land September yearling sale, 
Riscay campaigned for Moran 
for three years. Riscay won or 
placed in 10 of 19 starts, in¬ 
cluding a second in the 1998 
April Run Stakes, for earnings 
of $90,669. 

Riscay produced Richetta 
as her first foal and Elk Manor 
sold Riscay's current 2-year- 
old, by Two Punch, for $95,000 
at Keeneland September. Ris¬ 
cay has a Two Punch yearling 
filly and is in foal to Carson 
City 

"Basically with Mom we 
looked at any filly with pedi¬ 
gree at every sale. That was 
good experience. I was in¬ 
volved in the stallion selec¬ 
tion, the trading of seasons, 
the buying of seasons, so I 
know what the numbers look 
like and I know how tough 
it is," Moran said. "I always 
thought there was a right 
number. If you get too horse 
heavy, you can't make the 
numbers work. To have a vi¬ 
able chance as a commercial 
breeder, I think you have to 


have eight, nine or 10 foals a 
year. It's the Pete Rose kind 
of game—you have to hit a 
lot of singles, doubles and get 
on base. Then every once in a 
while if you hit the ball right, 
it's going to travel." 

Moran mainly breeds 
his mares to Kentucky stal¬ 
lions but owns a share in 
Two Punch and dabbles with 
Maryland sires. He has a mare 
in foal to Unbridled Jet and 
another to Crowd Pleaser. 
Richetta's sire, Polish Num¬ 
bers, was a favorite of Moran, 
who likes to shoot just below 
the mad market in hopes of 
finding that long ball. White 
Mountain Boy is by Kentucky 
sire Meadowlake and out 
of La Sarto, by Cormorant, 
whom Moran claimed at Sara¬ 
toga for $25,000 in 1994. 

He's sold three of La Sar¬ 
to's foals as yearlings, for a 
combined total of $390,000. 

Her first foal to sell at 
auction was a Polish Num¬ 
bers colt. All the money, who 
brought $200,000 at the 1999 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale. 
White Mountain Boy was sold 
for $50,000 by Elk Manor at 
the 2002 Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber yearling sale, and resold 
for $50,000 at the 2003 Fasig- 
Tipton Florida February 2- 
year-olds in training sale. 

"Usually I try to stay be¬ 
tween the $15,000 and $30,000 
[stud fee] range. It's an area 
where you can hit a break¬ 
out horse. To have any com¬ 
mercial appeal for less than 
$10,000 is tough," Moran said. 

"The stallion and stud fee 
have to be comparable to the 
mare; you don't want to over¬ 
breed. I've had luck and no 
luck. I bred to Storm Cat for 
$10,000 when he first went to 
stud. The mare died before I 
got the foal. I bred to El Prado 
two years ago for $30,000 and 
now he stands for $100,000. 
Now we're looking for the 
next big horse," said Moran. 

At the very moment Mo¬ 
ran says this, Richetta's half 
sister by Two Punch bounds 
up to the fence. Moran leans 
on the top board and smiles 
at the bay filly A half-dozen 
dogs, from a Rottweiler to a 
mutt, bound around the farm. 
Mary Gillis, the farm man¬ 


ager, pulls a reluctant foal over 
to the fence. Chris Figgs, the 
property manager, goes to cut 
a boat from Moran's dock on 
the Elk River. 

Moran's wife, Beatie (short 
for Beatrice) is an artist, with 
a studio within shouting dis¬ 
tance of the farm office and all 
the barns. She's working on 
chicken portraits. There is no 
noise to be heard other than 
farm life. 

"I never really traveled 
down here but I looked at a 
bunch of waterfront proper¬ 
ties and this place just had 
such potential. I got tired of 
suburbia and always liked the 
water. The water never gets 
busy It's nice to know what 
can and can't happen around 
you," Moran said. 

"A friend of mine came up 
here and said, 'I used to think 
of this place as a piece of heav¬ 
en but I've changed my mind. 
It's a choice piece of heaven.'" 

Moran walks around his 
choice piece of heaven in a 
gray T-shirt that says "Above 
the Rim." Jeans and sneakers 
are the norm at Elk Manor. 
Beatie, in a painter's smock 
and shorts, tells a visitor they 
don't need to tuck in when 
they come to Elk Manor. The 
farm combines the casualness 
of water and the peacefulness 
of horses to make an oasis for 
Moran and anybody around 
him. 

But there's still plenty of 
work to do. With Riscay Mo¬ 


ran has a young mare who 
could make all the difference 
in developing Elk Manor as a 
commercial operation. 

"Milton Higgins was up 
here looking at the half sister. 
He's been around horses for a 
bit and he thinks [Richetta's] 
the real deal. It's real exciting, 
it's great to have a mare with 
a lot of potential," Moran said. 
"I look at the capital apprecia¬ 
tion and look at it as building 
families. If you look at the suc¬ 
cessful operations, they built 
female families. If you could 
get a couple of generations..." 

As the Saturday afternoon 
sun falls behind the trees, 
Moran starts to plan an eve¬ 
ning fishing trip (a walk to his 
dock) with the local mailman. 
He's a long way from Florida 
and happily square in the 
middle of Maryland. 

"I studied behavioral sci¬ 
ence and sociology I figured 
if you could figure out how 
people thought and how they 
would act in a group you 
would learn a lot about the 
world. I took a lot of account¬ 
ing, taxes which help too," 
Moran said. 

"I've always been inter¬ 
ested in the bloodlines and 
looking at the stallions. It's 
true with any markets. When 
people are running with some¬ 
thing, having to have it, I try to 
avoid it because it's going to 
come back down." 

One of six kids, Moran 
has three grown kids from
